SAASL 


The South Australian Amateur Soccer League Inc. (SAASL) is the major organisational body for non- 
professional soccer in South Australia and is the State’s largest management body for senior level 
Amateur Soccer. 


Structure 


The League is an autonomous body, comprised of its member clubs each of which has equal voting 
rights in the affairs of the League. 


Responsibility for the overall control of the League is vested in the hands of a Management 
Committee, elected by the body of member clubs at the annual general meeting. 


The Management Committee comprises the President, Vice-President, General Secretary and six 
committee people. All officials and members of the Management Committee serve in an honorary 
capacity. 

The League is headquartered in its own complex situated at the corner of Military Road and Trimmer 
Parade at Grange. 


Member Clubs 
Member clubs have various origins. 


Many of the longest standing members have their origins as factory-based teams, others originate 
from various sporting or social clubs, many of which represent immigrant groups. Community-based 
clubs are becoming more numerous. Other clubs arise from the growth of senior ranks or former 
junior league clubs. 


Our History 


In early 1965, eight factory-based teams gathered to kick-off their first season of organised soccer. 
This was the birth of the “Sunday Industrial League’. It changed its name to become the South 
Australian Amateur Soccer League the following year. 


New clubs came to join the founding eight clubs, and the fledgling League soon grew to become a 
» major force in South Australian soccer. Many firsts were to follow as the League followed a policy 
of growth and new initiatives. 
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In 1978 the League established its own referees’ body. It was a founder member of the National 
Amateur body. It commenced its own radio programme in 1983. It instituted a summer competition, 
established a Saturday competition in 1984 and introduced a telephone results service. 


The Future 


From its inception in 1965, steady growth has been the pattern of the League’s development. 


The SAASL is well prepared for the challenge of the dramatic increase in player and club members 
and is well able to extend its current excellent level of service in order to accommodate them. Already 
the League has clubs and administers competition in outer suburban and country districts from 
Greenock in the North, Murray Bridge in the East and Victor Harbor in the South. 


Tie Connnesiiines 
The League conducts a number of competitions for its member clubs to contest. Currently all matches 
are scheduled for Sundays, with the exception of the Saturday Leagues. 


The League Championship: the cornerstone of the League’s competition is the League Championship 
season, commencing usually in the first week of April and running through to late September. 


The competition is divided into Saturday and Sunday sections. The divisions are graded according to 
playing strength into divisions 1, 2, 3, 4 etc. Teams in each division compete on a home and away 
basis, with three points for a win and one for a draw. The leading team at season’s end is declared the 
champion for that division. A system of promotion and relegation exists between the divisions. 


Coca-Cola Challenge and Mitre Reserve Cup Competitions: are conducted through the year with all 
league teams being involved. The Coca-Cola Challenge Cup is the senior (first) teams, and the Mitre 
Reserve Cup is for the reserve teams. 


The competition is conducted on a knock-out basis, with the losers being eliminated and the winners 
proceeding to the next round. Matches are by random draw. This process culminates in Cup Finals, 
which are held as a prestige event, the Cup Final Day, generally on the last Sunday in September. 
Future Aims 

The aims of the League are clear. They are: 


To provide, for amateur players, a competition run to the highest standard, without limitation as to 
age, race, religion or location throughout the State of South Australia. 


To improve the publicity of, and public perception of, amateur soccer, so as to foster the continued 
prosperity of the sport throughout South Australia. 


To encourage and assist new clubs wishing to participate in organised amateur soccer competition. 


To provide for the benefit of amateur soccer in South Australia, a strong, united voice within the 
hierarchy of soccer administration in this country. 


To do all these things whilst having regard for the amateur nature of its membership, and therefore 
keeping club costs at the lowest possible level.

As we move into season 2004, we are passing a major 
milestone for the SAASL, as this is our 40th year of 
successful operation. Included in this year book for 2004 
is the League’s History from its commencement as the 
industrial league back in the early 60’s (and I know that 
some of you out there will remember those early days and 
probably even played in some of those teams) to the 
inception and birth in 1965/6 as the S.A. Amateur Soccer 
League as we know it today; We even have as committee 
members today people that were involved in those early 
days, as either players or administrators such as Bob Cox, 
Accident Fund Secretary/Player and Life Member, Rudi 
Templin, League General Secretary 1966-1970 /Player 
and long serving Chairman and Life Member, and many 
others who have served the League so well, space does not 
permit me to name every one who has been involved, but 
just reading the History will show who these members are 
who have worked so long and hard to create this success. 


Also in this years issue are histories of our clubs which 
make for some interesting reading of their trials and 
tribulations over the years, one club at least has been there 
right from the beginning and that is Elizabeth Vale, who 
were part of the original Industrial League and member of 
the Ist group of clubs who formed the league as it is 
today. 


The last few months of 2003 and early 2004 have an been 
exceptionally busy time with many meetings with all the 
Stakeholders of Soccer in the State, ISA, SASF, SAWSA 
and the SAASL, together with officials from the newly 
formed Australian Soccer Association, the intention of 
ASA is the complete unification/Control from top to 
bottom on a whole of sport basis, with new constitutions 
for both the National and State Bodies, there have been 
and still are many areas of concern within these 
documents which we have identified and to which we are 
seeking clarification. 

During 2003 our State Team under Coaches Eric Norman 
& Gary Collis showed that our winning of the National 
Championship in 2001 was not a fluke, as we were again 
successful in at the National Championships, which were 
held in Perth WA over the Queens Birthday Weekend in 
June, a very close call indeed as the end result all came 
down to the last game and goal difference with only one 
goal between SA and NSW. Congratulations to all the 
players, coaches and staff for a job well done, and a well 
earned result. 


The creation of the new NSL team in Adelaide United has 
been an outstanding success and our congratulations to 
the club management and team for the manner in which 
they have provided the fillip which the game has needed 
over the last couple of years and has strengthened what 
many of us have been saying for a long time that what was 
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needed was a team that represented the whole of Adelaide 
and not just teams with a single community base. It is 
always sad to see clubs die in the way of Adelaide City 
and West Adelaide before it, and their Managements are 
to be congratulated for their efforts over the years. It was 
also great to see the way in which our clubs took up the 
season tickets when the offer was made, and which saw 
the League selling some $40,000 of tickets in just a 
couple of days, with the clubs being the major 
beneficiaries of the sales. 


This year, as in the past we have not been standing still 
and you will begin to see new player passes being issued 
for new and replacement registrations, these will take the 
form of a credit card size 2 year passes which will 
gradually be replacing all of the current 5 year passes, 


During the course of 2003 unfortunately Ian Savaglia who 
was elected at the AGM, was, due to business and family 
pressures forced to resign his position on the Management 
Committee, our thanks to Ian for efforts during the time 
he was with us. Steve Dnistrjanski, whose position was 
confirmed at the AGM in December, filled the vacancy 
and we hope he will be with us for sometime. 


Presentation Night 2003 again saw an improvement in the 
manner of the presentation, this year saw the League 
enlisting the aid of IT professionals E-Square who with 
little time to spare managed to produce a very slick 
programme which every one enjoyed and was completed 
in good time for all to partake of the provided 
refreshments complements of the League. 


Congratulations to all of the Management Committee 
members for their commitment to the league during the 
year, Tony Delo and Rick Rech for their efforts on the DC, 
Rudi Templin for the Co-ordination of the Referees 
training courses, Bob Cox and the Accident Fund, George 
Fotopoulos for his work on the programme for replacing 
the training lights which will take place over the next 
couple of months, after we lost a couple of towers during 
storms last year, Steve Dnistrjanski in seeking out the 
sponsorship advertising in the year book, and last but not 
least Don Coppola who is always available to help out in 
an way possible, Denise in maintaining some semblance 
of order in the office, and not forgetting all the time put in 
by our long serving General Secretary Alex Cichanowski 
who always manages to keep things moving forward with 
his long range planning skills and obvious belief in the 
ideals of the League. 

Congratulations to all our Divisional Winners of 2003 and 
our best wishes to all clubs and players for the new 
season.

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HISTORY OF THE SOUTH AUSTRALIAN AMATEUR SOCCER LEAGUE 


In the early 1960s, friendly matches were being played on a reasonably regular basis between 
different works and company teams from various districts in South Australia. Most of the teams 
originated from the northern areas of Elizabeth and Salisbury, with the teams basically made up of 
players who loved the game, but for one reason or another, were unable to play on a Saturday and 
therefore the games were arranged to be played on Sundays. 


Prior to the Sunday Industrial Soccer League being established, many games were being played by 
G.M.H. teams, organised by Freddie Pine, and the South Australian Tramways Soccer Football Club, 
of which Rudi Templin was a member, secretary and player, and other works’ teams. 


Bob Telfer, President and Chairman of the S.A.S.F.A. in the 1950s and early 1960s, was also 
involved and instrumental in arranging many games for the Tramways team against teams from the 
Association, mainly reserve sides, on a Sunday. 


The Tramways team even went interstate, including Brisbane and Melbourne, to compete in 
interstate transport carnivals. 


The lack of a suitably organised competition eventually lead to the situation in February 1964, 
when Freddie Pine decided it was time to call for a meeting of all representatives of works’ teams 
with the view to discussing the formation of a broader based organised competitive soccer league. 


Freddie’s discussions with various team 
represent-atives prior to setting up a meeting 
revealed that not all people were in favour of 
expanding the games away from the Elizabeth 
area. Some felt that by expanding, it would 
mean further distances to travel for games, 
ultimately leading to higher costs and be very 
time consuming. 


In November 1964, Freddie Pine, as 
secretary of the GMH Soccer Club, wrote to 
the Elizabeth Council explaining what was 
being planned in relation to a proposed 
Industrial Soccer League and sought their Mofflin Hall, Elizabeth where the first meeting of the 
support with regards to the availability of Sunday Industrial League took place. 
playing areas. In conjunction with this request 
many meetings were held at the council’s 
offices with representatives from the council. 


The council responded very generously by 
allocating five soccer grounds, each being 
made available specifically for Sunday 
afternoon soccer. The grounds were located on 
four public reserves, Trimmer Road Reserve, 
Dauntsey Road Reserve, Ridley Road Reserve 
and Broadmeadows Oval. 

It wasn’t until the 23rd November 1964 at 
the Mofflin Road Hall, Elizabeth, that the 
inaugural meeting was held to try and

Freddie Pine eventually called that next 
meeting for Thursday 11th February 1965, 
again at the Mofflin Road Hall.

compete in the competition must nominate before March Ist with applications being restricted to 
clubs not fielding Saturday players. At the meeting a committee was also formed, consisting of F. Pine 
(President), R. Courtney (Secretary), H.J. Templin (Treasurer), S. Sandelaar (Committee) and E.R. 
Barrett (Publicity Officer). 

In its first year, the Sunday Industrial Soccer League started on Sunday 4th April 1965 and 
consisted of 12 teams. Those teams were, G.M.H. “A”, G.M.H. “B”, Diecasters, Mounted Rifles, 
Apac, W.R.E. 1, Para Hills, Metal Manufacturers, Harbours Board, Mayne Nickless, Steel Pressings 
and M.T.T. 

The eventual winner in that inaugural year was GMH. “‘A” (red) with the GMH. “B” team finishing fourth. 

According to reports, the season started on a controversial note when Apac, in their opening game, 
could only field eight players but still managed to beat Elizabeth Vale 7-0. Rumblings were that most of 
the eight players were ring-ins from Saturday Federation teams. 

Except for some very dedicated people who were looking to the future rather than the present, the 
first season could well have been the last. There were no referees, continuous protests were lodged 
against the results of games and against teams fielding Federation players. Even on the management 
side problems arose as nearly all members were also club officials. 

In May 1965 Freddie Pine resigned from the position of President and was replaced by E.R. 
Barrett, with P. Rossi being elected into the vacant position on the committee. 

Ernie Barrett, the new President, had only come to Australia in March 1964 and had joined the Para Hills 
club that same year. Ernie was one of a group of people who helped establish the new amateur competition. 

After surviving the first season, a very significant change was made when the committee decided 
to change the name of the league from “The Sunday Industrial Soccer League” to the “South 
Australian Amateur Soccer League”. This took effect as from 7th October 1965, the day of the Annual 
General Meeting. 

According to Freddie Pine, the person who first raised the idea was H.J (Rudi) Templin, who had 
the foresight to realize the future possibilities and potential of the league. 

The intention behind this move was to widen the scope for participation in the league by opening it up 
to not only works teams but also individual groups and districts. This was to prove an extremely shrewd 
move as the number of teams registered to participate increased dramatically over the next few years. 

Rudi Templin, the person responsible for that very astute name change, played a very significant 
role in the establishment and progress of amateur soccer in South Australia. Rudi was the Treasurer

of the initial Sunday Industrial Soccer League when it was formed in 1965 and went on to be the 
General Secretary in 1966 and continued in that role until the end of 1970. In 1971, Rudi was elected 
President of the Amateur League and remained in that position until the end of 1977. 


The first management committee under the new name of South Australian Amateur Soccer League 
consisted of, Chairman E.R. Barrett, Secretary R. Courtney, Treasurer H.J. (Rudi) Templin, Asst 
Secretary I. Beardmore, committee member P. Rossi.

By 1966 the concept of the league was taking off very rapidly and the introduction of an accident 
fund to help players who suffered serious injury during games was introduced. 


1967 proved to be a very busy year for the Amateur Soccer League as not only did they affiliate 
with the South Australian Soccer Federation, they also intro-duced specific player registration 
forms. Appointments of official referees was also initiated and in order to give added incentive to 
players, a representative team was formed and the “Best & Fairest” player trophy was introduced. 


In the first two years of the Player of the Year Award, 1967 and 1968, there were joint winners. In 
the first year C. Hofmeyer (Hectorville YCW) and R. Cox (Para Hills) shared the award. In the 
following year C. Hofmeyer (Hectorville YCW) again shared the award, this time with J. Barr 
(Elizabeth Thistle). 


In 1968 the first division was reconstructed to consist of eight teams with a second division of nine. 
In addition, a reserve league was confirmed when no less than ten of the seventeen member clubs 
fielded teams in the reserve division. 


That year was also the start of the Munno 
Para Apac era when they dominated the 
amateur league until they joined the S.A.S.F. 
in 1972. They were the second team to join the 
professional competition from the Amateur 
League, the first being Para Hills after the end 
of the 1965 season. Para Hills however, did 
leave a purely amateur team in the S.A.A.S.L. 


Once again in 1968 there was an increase in 
the number of clubs, which had now reached 
27 with 340 registered players. It was also the 
last season for the President E.R. Barrett as he 
left South Australia for interstate. Before

loss for the first time since its inception in 
1966 and the clubs had to be levied, 


Increases in membership continued in 1969 
to 36 teams with player registrations reaching 
700. This increase in the number of players, 
together with problems still occuring in 
relation to the lack of referees and an acute 
shortage of grounds, placed a great strain on 
the resources of the League. 


Problems were also being experienced, by

was set with the introduction of player passes 
which included photographs. This resulted in 
a dramatic downturn in the incidence of 
illegal players. 

In 1969 Rudy Templin and Pat Rossi were 
both honoured with life membership for their 
dedicated work and involvement in the 
advancement of amateur soccer. 


Munno Para Apac achieved a great feat in 
1970 when they acquired the double for the 
third time by taking out the championship and 
the Challenge Cup. They had previously done

under the new system was Alex Cichanowski 
and obviously it proved sound, as 32 years on 
Alex still remains in that position. 


Mr R. Cox and Mr J. Meuris were honoured 
with life membership in 1972 for services to the 
League. Both had been players, representing 
the State at amateur level. Bob Cox was 
accident fund Secretary and committee member 
while Joe Meuris was Management Committee 
Treasurer and D.C. Chairman. 


Another milestone for amateur soccer was 
reached in 1973 with the formation of its first 
junior or under 18 league. Four teams :

In the mid 1970s there appeared to be a_ Kneeling L to R: B. Cotgrove, R. Thompson, W. Douglas, 
greater emphasis placed on representative G. Cotgrove, J. Caven, N. Matthews 
teams and in 1973 an attempt was made to organise an Inter-Association Cup between the Northern 
Areas Soccer Association, South East Soccer Association and the Amateur League. Unfortunately 
approximately two weeks before the tournament was due to take place, the two country Associations 
withdrew from the tournament without any apparent explanation.

The following year, 1974, a carnival was held in Whyalla with the State Amateur team taking out the honours. 
The State team on that occasion was coached by Peter Lambe and the team manager was Don Coppola. 


There was also a State Amateur Under 18 team selected for the first time and they performed 
extremely well in going down to a strong northern areas representative team and drawing with a third 
division Federation team. 


The membership of the League was still increasing in 1975 as was the number of junior teams, 
which had risen to 12 for the commencement of the season. 


The same year saw the introduction of the H.J. Templin Cup which was a summer or pre-season 
competition. All amateur clubs could apply to take part but only a required number were selected to 
actually compete; usually between eight and twelve clubs. Ten leading clubs were invited to take part 
in the inaugural year with the winners being M.U. Findon who beat Parafield Gardens in the final. 


The lack of referees was still a concern for the League management, and in consequence a referees’ fund 
was established as an incentive to retain and gain additional referees. In addition a proposal was put 
forward to investigate the possibility of setting up a referees body purely for amateur league referees. 


Western United created their own piece of history in 1975 when they became the first amateur league 
team to reach the last 8 of the Federation Cup, eventually going down to Polonia Adelaide 7-0. 


The State Amateur League team again proved its worth by going to Melbourne where they played 
Waverley and drew 1-1. The State junior U/18 team also performed exceptionally well by beating the 
Sunraysia Association 10-1. 


1976 was not a good year for junior soccer in the amateur league as although it started off with a 
surge in nominations to a total of 16 teams, it deteriorated rapidly. Fixtures had to be amended on 
three separate occasions before the season started due to teams pulling out, and by the time the season 
got under way there were only seven teams in the junior league. 


Referees were still in the limelight when in 1976 the Amateur League Management Committee, 
declared that every club had to nominate a referee or nominate a person to undertake a referee’s 
course. Three courses were held with Ian Gossland organising all the necessary requirements with 
assistance from the S.A. Referees Association. 
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Following these courses a further decision was implemented whereby any team not providing a 
referee would have their game cancelled. It was during this period that lan Gossland, with assistance 
from some referees, was instrumental in setting up an Amateur League Referees Association and 
eventually leading them towards affiliating with the S.A.S.F. Referees Association. 


Don Coppola was honoured with life membership in 1977, for his outstanding service within the 
S.A.A.S.L, and in particular his work on the disciplinary committee. 


Numerous discussions had taken place over time with regards to the possibility of setting up an 
interstate national competition. Finally after meetings between Rudy Templin, Pat Rossi, Alex 
Cichanowski, Ian Gossland and some interstate officials, this was about to get off the ground. 


The inaugural interstate national competition was arranged to be played in Adelaide over the Easter 
long weekend in 1978, with teams competing from NSW, VIC, WA and SA. This long awaited 
competition was won by South Australia. 


There were some very interesting situations which took place during the late 1970s, when in 1977 
the first Amateur League Cup final was held without a first division side involved. West Lakes and 
Elizabeth Vale, the two finalists, were both from the second division. Elizabeth Vale ended up taking 
the trophy 2-1. 

By far the most fascinating situation to occur was in 1978, when the first division championship 
was shared for the very first time. Parafield Gardens and Salisbury Inter ended the season on 
identically the same points, same goals for and the same goals against. The odds for this happening 
again would be extremely high. 

The second National Amateur Championship took place in Western Australia in 1979. The State 
Amateur League sent a team, under coach Jock Coull, to Perth to defend their title but unfortunately 
lost out in the last game against Western Australia. 

1979 was a very significant year for Alex Cichanowski, the current General Secretary, as he was 
honoured with life membership of the S.A.A.S.L. Alex was born on the 3rd March 1944 in Pinsk Belarus 
and arrived in Australia in 1952. He played for U.S.C. Lion juniors and coached U.S.C. Lion reserves.

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Alex is one of the most experienced, if not the most experienced, soccer administrator still in the 
game in South Australia today. As an administrator, Alex has had a very long and distinguished career, 
He took up the role of General Secretary with the South Australian Amateur Soccer League in 197] 
half way through the year, and is still operating in that position in 2003. 


Alex was also Chairman of the South Australian Soccer Federation in 1982/83/84/85/86/87 and again 
in 1990. In addition he was a member of the S.A.S.F. board in 1978/79/80/81, 1989 and 1991 and rep- 
resented the S.A.S.F. as State Team Manager and Tour Leader on many occasions, including tours to 
India, Penang and Vanuatu. He was also a member of many committees. 


In 1988 Alex was honoured with life membership of the S.A.S.F. for his contribution to the game 
in South Australia and is still pursuing the soccer cause for South Australia in his role as General 
Secretary of the South Australian Amateur Soccer League. 


In 1980 third division Post Tel reached the Coca Cola Cup Final but eventually went down to 
Parafield Gardens 4-0. That same year, Tea Tree Gully juniors won the junior division for the fourth 
time in eight years. 

The State team, under coach Jerry Pettit, went to Sydney for the National Championships and again 
were runners-up. In the three years of the champion-ships, South Australia had won one and been 
runner-up twice. 

The situation with the State team being runners-up did not end there as in 1981 the team went to 
Darwin and were again runners-up. This was a frustrating occasion for the team as they went through 
the whole tournament without losing a game, but lost the championship on goal difference. 


In the same year there was another joint Player of the Year Award when Paul Donovan and Jimmy 
Muldoon ended up with equal points. This situation had occurred twice before (1967 and 1968). 


There were problems starting to appear with regards to the Templin Cup, as questions were being 
asked about its viability as a competition due to the invited clubs not wishing to take part. It was also 
something of a shock when after the 1981 season, first division side West Lakes disbanded as they 
had been in the league since the 1960s. 

Two officials were honoured with life membership in 1982, Vic Robinson who had been registrar 
for a considerable number of years and Ian Gossland, the President of the S.A.A.S.L at the time and 
who would continue in that role for a total of 19 years, which is an outstanding achievement.

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In 1982 the National Championships were again held in Adelaide over the Easter long weekend. 
After being runners-up on the past three occasions, South Australia took out the championship in 
style, with the team going through the entire tournament without dropping a point. Those responsible 
for that tremendous performance were coach Jerry Pettit and officials Rick Rech, Don Coppola and 
Vic Sheppard. 


That same year a number of clubs decided not to re-affiliate with the S.A.A.S.L., and a breakaway 
group was formed in the Northern Areas by a number of ex committee members. 


The breakaway group consisted of eight clubs who had no affiliation with either the S.A.A.S.L. or 
the S.A.S.F, This situation lasted for approximately five years before the group disbanded, The clubs 
which were left, after the group disbanded, were accepted back into the S.A.A.S.L. in the lower 
divisions. 

Salisbury Inter had an exceptionally good year in 1982 when they took out the championship, the 
reserve league and the junior division. In addition, Athelstone who had achieved second division 
status, decided to try out in the Federation League. 


In 1983 it was decided that there should be some initiative and change. Consequently, an Inter 
Divisional Championship between the champions of each division was initiated. This was organised 
by the league and in particular Ray Firth. There was also a foray into radio with SPBA FM which was 
hosted by Dave Brandon and Vic Jones. 

There had also been some misgivings in relation to the number of people attending presentation 
nights which were held at St Clair, with in excess of 1100 people being in attendance. It was decided 
that this should in future be on a smaller scale and was brought down to an attendance of 
approximately 500. 

There were no National Championships in 1983 due to some opposing views from one of the states 
and discussions were terminated with the situation unclear as to whether the Championships would 
ever be pursued in the future. 

In 1984 the Munaro Medal was introduced for the “Player of the Year” award. The first recipient 
under the newly sponsored award was Ray Sara of Rostrevor United. 

Two other significant situations occurred during 1984. The first was the S.A.A.S.L. venture into 
Saturday soccer for the first time. This was brought about when the S.A.S.F. decided to concentrate 
on only having two divisions. This resulted in the $.A.A.S.L taking over the administration of a 
Saturday division initially made up of seven teams plus reserves. 

The second significant situation was that after the 1984 season finalised, the junior competition of 
the S.A.A.S.L. was disbanded. The main reason for disbanding seemed to be that the juniors played 
their games at different times and locations to that of the senior teams, consequently club resources 
were stretched too far. 

Although there was no National Championships in 1984, a State team was selected for a tour of the 
Riverland. The tour was extremely well received by soccer followers in the area, as it was one of the 
few opportunities to see and be involved with a higher grade of soccer. 

The “Alex Cichanowski Shield” was introduced in 1984. This is a competition between the first 
division champions and the Coca Cola Cup winners. The competition is an annual match played prior to 
the commencement of each season. The inaugural winner was Tea Tree Gully who beat Salisbury Inter. 

The first Inter-Association competition to be held at Hindmarsh Stadium took place in 1985. The 
tournament, which was backed by the S.A.S.F., consisted of Riverland, Saturday Amateurs, South 
East Soccer Association and the S.A.A.S.L. 


The tournament was won by the S.A.A.S.L. team which gave them the added experience they 
would need for their first ever overseas tour to New Zealand later in the year. 


1985 was another significant year as it marked the 20th year of the Amateur League. A special 
function was arranged at which there were many presentations made to officials, clubs and people 
who had been involved with the league since its early days. 


Croydon Park made their mark in 1986 when they reached both the Coca Cola Cup and Parabanks 
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Cup finals but with mixed results. Both finals were decided on penalties and Croydon won the 
Parabanks Cup but lost the Coca Cola Cup. 


The Templin Cup again came in for scrutiny and for the same reasons as previously, being lack of 
support from the invited clubs. It proved that 1986 would be the last time that the trophy was played 
for. The final trophy was won by Salisbury Inter who beat Pooraka United 3-2. 


In 1986 the S.A.A.S.L, asked clubs to look at a number of issues with the view to longterm viability 
for the clubs and the League. Some of those issues were to look at consolidating their club’s 
involvement in their local areas and the provision of clubrooms and amenities which would help 
improve player and spectator facilities. 


S.A.A.S.L. Vice-President Bill Bailey was honoured with life membership in 1986. Mr Bailey, as 
well as being Vice-President, had been D.C. Chairman and League Registrar for a number of years. 
Bill became President of the S.A.A.S.L. in 1997 and continues to preside over this very sound 
organisation in 2003. 


Croydon Park continued on in 1987 with further achievements when they took out the League and 
Cup double and their player John Piwanski took out the Munaro Medal. 


One club whose achievements cannot be overlooked is that of Salisbury Inter who, between 1978 
and 1987, won the Championship 6 times and were runners-up 3 times. They also won the Reserve 
division 6 times, won the Coca Cola Cup twice, won the Reserve Cup twice and were runners-up 
twice. In the four times that the Alex Cichanowski Shield had been played for, they were runners-up 
3 times. This was an absolutely outstanding achievement over a period of ten years. 


It is also significant, from Salisbury Inter’s point of view, that Mr Rick Rech who was honoured 
with life membership in 1988 and was a member of the Amateur League Management Committee, 
was also the ex Chairman of Salisbury Inter. 


In 1988 John Piwanski won the Munaro Medal for the second year in a row. The last time that feat 
had been achieved was in 1975/76 by Alby Soang of M.U. Findon. Salisbury Inter also continued on 
its merry way collecting trophies when they won the Championship and the Coca Cola Cup and were 
runners-up in the Reserve Cup. 


1989 saw the S.A.A.S.L. celebrate its 25 years of operation with a special dinner, and 7-a-side 
competition. A 25 year anniversary medal was also struck with one presented to each club. 


The Saturday amateurs expanded its competition in 1991 when it introduced a second division. It 
was also in that same year that the SA Amateurs recognised 25 years of sponsorship from Coca Cola. 


The S.A.A.S.L. performed all its office admin-istration from the S.A.S.F. offices at Hindmarsh 
Stadium until it moved to independent offices at 481 Port Road, 
Hindmarsh in early 1992. It was during this period that they took the 
opportunity to computerise most of their office procedures and in that 
same year they also introduced a 0055 phone results service which was 
a first in South Australia for sport. 


The Victorian Amateur Association held their 21st anniversary in 1993 
and the S.A.A.S.L. sent a State team over to Victoria to help in the 
celebrations. There was also a milestone reached for the S.A.A.S.L. in 
1993 when it celebrated 10 years of broadcasting by radio 5 PBA FM. 
Just as significant was the fact that one of the original hosts of the very 
first broadcast back in 1983, Dave Brandon, was still involved with the 
show. 


Unfortunately, 1993 also saw the loss of two outstanding life members 
of the §.A.A.S.L. in Guilio Bailetti and Pat Rossi.

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The S.A.A.S.L. State team attended and participated in the 
combined sporting carnivals of the ARAFURA Games and the 
Australian Amateur National Soccer Championships which were 
held in Darwin in 1993, 


Competitors from Brunei and Singapore were involved in the 
championships with the S.A.A.S.L. finishing runners-up to 
Northern Territory. 


The Player of the Year for the Saturday Amateur League was 
recognised in 1994 when the Rossi Medal was introduced for the 
Best & Fairest player. The first winner of this prestigious award 
was O. Dale from Adelaide University. 


During 1994/5 plans were being hatched and polished to again 
move the Leagues scene of operation, this time to its own 
facilities which were being custom built with assistance of the 
Government RED scheme, at Grange Oval where the League 
had taken a 20+20 year lease, the project overseen by architect 
George Fotopoulos (Now also a member of the Management 
Committee) was brought to fruition toward the end of 1996 with 
the move finalized during January 1997. The provision of new 
office furniture and fittings completed that phase of the move, Alex Cichanowski, current 
progress didn’t stop there though as oe the year the Secrerary of the S.A.A.S.L., has 
computer systems were upgraded with new software packages A eee ee 
which included all funcitons of the League including Pixinies, DEH Us Eee pnseon aide LIFT. 
registrations and all financial transactions of the League. 

After the first attempt at trying to form a National Association back in 1969, which disbanded a 
short time later, the Australian National Amateur Soccer Association was reformed in 1999. The new 
association initially comprised of four states, namely New South Wales, Victoria, Western Australia 
and South Australia. 

Bill Bailey was elected National President and Alex Cichanowski was elected Secretary/Treasurer 
and Public Officer of the Association, This again was a great honour and obvious respect for South 
Australian Officials. 

The National Championships were held in Adelaide in the year 2000 with South Australia finishing 
third. It was also the year that the National Association gained another member when the Northern 
Territory joined its ranks to bring the number of member states to five. 

The year 2001 became an exceptionally good year for the S.A.A.S.L. when they participated in the 
National Championships in Victoria and came out winning the tournament. The coach for that 
momentous occasion was Eric Norman and assistant coach was Gary Collis. 


The $.A.A.S.L. had now won the Championship on three occasions, 1978, 1982 and 2001. 
It is reasonably well documented in newspaper reports of the day that W.G. (Freddie) Pine was the 


main person responsible for the establishment of the Sunday Industrial Soccer League in South 
Australia, now known as the South Australian Amateur Soccer League. 


Freddie’s early dream for the League was that eventually as it grew there would be a North and 
South League created with Gepps Cross being the cut off point between north and south. His idea was 
that this would save a lot of travelling time and expenses. 

The overall idea was that each would have its own league and cup champions with the big game 
being between the North and South League champions played at Hindmarsh Stadium. 

The League then has obviously far exceeded Freddies expectations with the league now 
encompassing an area stretching from Greenock in the North to Victor Harbor in the South and from 
Murray Bridge in the East all the way to the Coast, and represents the largest senior soccer 
competition in South Australia. 
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HISTORY AND FACTS 


The SA Amateur Soccer Referees Association (SAASRA) has two primary objectives; to provide 
referees for fixtures played in the SA Amateur Soccer League and to promote the interests of 
soccer referees. The Association also provides referees for school matches and other competitions 
as required. 


SAASRA was formed in May 1978 and consisted of about 20 members. It held its first meeting at 
the Black Lion Hotel located next to Hindmarsh Stadium. Prior to the formation of the Association, 
referees were supplied to the SA Amateur Soccer League by the Australian Soccer Referees 
Federation (ASRF) SA Division with appointments being made by a committee. 


The first management committee of the Association were Bob Armstrong (President), George 
Turner (Secretary), Bill Graham, Zoran Kalocsia and Harry Sime. Ian Gossland of SAASL was the 
ex-officio. 


In October 1984 the Association became an incorporated body under the provisions of the 
Associations Incorporation Act 1956, The President at the time was Norm Gorringe and the first 
public officer was (John) Gordon Gosnold. The Association operates in accordance with its 
Constitution and By-Laws. 


After formation, the Association continued to hold its meetings at the Black Lion Hotel before 
moving to the Tubemakers Sports and Social Club in 1983 and then back to the Black Lion Hotel 
in 1990. After 1997 the Association used a number of venues before settling in SAASL 
Headquarters at Grange in 2001. 


Membership numbers have varied over the years, peaking at just over 70 in the late 1990's. 

The Association has acknowledged the services of 10 of its members by awarding Life 
Membership. These are George Turner, Ron Rock, John Sanderson, Norm Gorringe, Derek 
Padbury, Jim Johnston, Brian Lethbridge, Bob Braithwaite, Glynn Cawthorne and David Keniwell. 
9 members have been elected as President of the Association in its 26 year history. These are: 

Bob Armstrong (1978-79), Harry Sime (1979-81), Bill Graham (1982), Norm Gorringe (1983-87), 
Ron Rock (1988), Glynn Cawthorne (1989-96, 1999), David Brandon (1997-98), and 

Brian Lethbridge (2000-present). 


The Association may be contacted through its present Secretary Andrew Leedham on 0438 900 996. 
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The AUSC was formed in 1936. The club naturally owes a great deal of thanks to the University of 
Adelaide, particularly for the excellent grounds it maintains. The club sources many players from 
the University and the majority of players are undergraduate or postgraduate. Former South 
Australian Governor Sir Eric Neal represented the club in the late 1940s as did Rhodes Scholar 
Professor Peter Rathjen in the 1990s. The various teams still train on the Graduates Oval. 


In the 1950s, the club played in the SA Football Association on the MacKinnon Parade pitch before 
moving to the Waite campus in the 1960s. Due to a lack of facilities the club could not be promoted 
to the SASF first division. Over the decades, the University has also sent teams to the Intervarsity 
Games comprising players from the SAASL team and other University affiliated clubs. 


Due to the large numbers of players wishing to represent the University, additional teams were 
formed playing for a while in the Sunday League as well as Saturday Division 3, later called 
Metropolitan League. As the club expanded during the 1970s various offshoot teams developed 
such as Uni White, followed soon by Grads Red, Grads Grey, Uni Green and Uni Blue — most of 
these teams now playing in the Collegiate League. The majority of these teams played on grounds 
at West Beach until the late 1980s. All teams now play on grounds located on War Memorial Drive 
and Frome Road opposite the Adelaide Zoo. 


Adelaide University were in Division 3 in the late 1970s, when the SASF decided to concentrate on 
Divisions 1 and 2, and the club moved the Blacks A and B teams to the SA Amateur League. Under 
the guidance of Martyn Pearce the other University teams formed the Collegiate League which is 
affiliated to and independent of the SASF. The Adelaide University Blacks C and D teams now play 
in the Collegiate League also. The various University teams have been successful over the 23 year 
history of the Collegiate League with numerous championship and cup victories achieved by Grads 
Red, Uni Blue, and since the late 1990s Uni White has topped the League or won the Cup. 


Women’s soccer has evolved in recent years under the management and coaching of John Peppas. 
Adelaide University now fields 3 teams playing on Sunday mornings and has achieved 
championship success in Division 2. The intervarsity team claimed silver in 2002. 


The University men’s team has also been successful at Intervarsity Games including silver in 2002. 
The intervarsity team has lead to the formation of a second club in the SA Amateur League — 
Adelaide Unison. The Unison team joined the second division in 2003 and finished third. 


The Adelaide University Soccer Club claimed the Division 1 championship in 2000 and the 
Division 2 title in 1998 (A and B). The B team has achieved numerous championships including 
1992, 1993, and 2003 (the A team narrowly missing top spot in the final week) and was the Cup 
runner up in 1995. The Amateur League’s best and fairest player was awarded to Oystein Dale in 
1994 and the top goal scorer award went to Rob Vecchiotti in 1989, Niklas Dahlgren in 2000, and 
Daniel Kelly in 2003. 


The club’s long serving sponsor is the British Hotel on Finniss Street, North Adelaide. The weight 
of the club management has been carried tirelessly by Bill Hill over the past decades. Fittingly Bill 
was awarded the Amateur League’s Meritorious Service award in 2003 for his work with Adelaide 
University, the Collegiate League, and the SASF. 
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Season 2004 will mark the 11th year of competition for the club. 


From its inception in the South Australian Amateur Soccer League in 1994 and up until the year 
2000, the club played under the name the “Adelaide Raiders Soccer Club” achieving considerable 
success during this period for such a young club. . 


In 2001 to avoid confusion with another local soccer club, which plays under the name of 
“Raiders”, the playing name of all our teams was changed to “Adelaide Comets”. This coincided 
with the introduction of juniors, which over the three years has rapidly grown to 15 teams. 


The year 2001 also saw the appointment of two ex-NSL players in two very important positions in 
the club structure, Raymond Blair was appointed senior coach for the Amateur team while Jim 
Keramidas was appointed junior coordinator. This was the start of a very successful period both on 
and off the field for the club. 


The Adelaide Comets is currently the pace setter in the Saturday Division | League with the Senior 
team winning 3 championships in a row - 2001, 2002, 2003, while the Reserve team has closely 
followed winning a championship in 2002 and runner-up in 2003. The recent successes have been 
attributed to the on field guidance of both Raymond Blair and Brenton Ashford with the off field 
support of a strong and motivated committee. This partnership will continue in season 2004. 


In its short 10-year history the club has achieved the following on field successes in the SAASL:

Steve Georgiou has 
held the key positions of Secretary and Treasurer at different stages during this period. Tony 
Nikoloutsopoulos has been Team Manager/Sports Director. Jim Karatzas has been a committee 
member during the initial years while playing continually over the whole 10-year period. The club 
congratulates them for achieving this important milestone. 


The club greatly appreciates all the hard work performed by coaches, players, supporters, 


volunteers and committee members and believes that with this strong network of people around the 
club that a successful future beyond 2004 is achievable, 
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The continued success of the club also hinges on the attraction of new players each year. Any 
player seeking a new club is welcomed to contact the club or come and meet the coaches on 
Tuesday or Thursday training nights. We have a team to suit any player — seniors, juniors, veterans 
and women.

Finally, on behalf of the Adelaide Comets Committee I would like to congratulate all past and 
present members of Management Committee of the South Australian Amateur League for 40 years 
of great service. This is reflected by the healthy state of SAASL and the vibrant and strong 
competition it provides to soccer fans in SA. 
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In September 1998 four friends with a shared lifetime of playing soccer in various other clubs, 
decided it was time to start one of their own. Together, they formed the executives of the new club 
with Pep Mastrangelo as President, Ross Monteleone as Vice President, Matt Vario as Secretary and 
Vito Puopolo as Treasurer. They recruited more friends and with Pasquale Mastrangelo, Nick 
Mastrangelo, Bruno Mastrullo, Joe Varricchio, Fabio Giannone and Pat Rincon, formed the 
committee for the Croydon Cougars Sports & Social Club Incorporated. 


Choosing the club colours was easy. The majority of the committee members had attended Croydon 
High School so the Cougars adopted the school’s official colours of blue and gold as their own. 


To provide the initial funds required to start the Croydon Cougars Soccer Club, each committee 
member donated $200.00, allowing the newly formed club to secure Findon High School as the 
club’s home ground. The inner western area of Adelaide is historically the heartland for great soccer 
players, so attracting players was not a great concern. The school grounds provided the club with a 
great playing surface and facilities to create an environment that would attract others to become 
involved with the club, not just as players, but also as sponsors and coaches. The Cougars also 
secured the financial support of Regency Building Hardware, Truscott Hi-fi, Caffé Buongiorno, 
Torrens Road Snack Bar and Albert Sand & Metal, and these companies became the initial sponsors 
who supported the club in its early days. Many are still sponsoring the club today, and providing 
even greater ongoing support. 


The Department of Recreation & Sport and the Charles Sturt Council also provided grants that 
helped further establish the clubroom facilities, and enabled the new club to install training lights at 
the ground, 


The Croydon Cougars’ opening season was in 1999 when lead by their new coach, Tony Cerrachio, 
they entered the Saturday Division Two competition. The inaugural captain for the A team was Con 
Delo, and the Cougars’ star strikers that year were the fast and skillful Frank Puopolo, scoring 13 
goals for the season, and the small but lethal Anthony Morrelli, who finished the season with 9 
goals to his name. By the end of their first season, the Cougars had almost reached their goal of 
being promoted to Ist Division, finishing a respectable fourth on the ladder. 

Season 2000 saw the departure of Tony Cerrachio as coach, so in its second year of competition the 
Cougars were on the lookout for the best possible coach to secure their entry into Ist Division. One 
of the founding members, Vito Puopolo, accepted this role and became the club’s new senior coach. 
Under his guidance, the Cougars played well and finished their second season fifth on the ladder. 
Promotion may have eluded the Cougars again, but the club kept its focus knowing it was not lack 
of skill or determination keeping them from their goal, but lack of experience, as the club was new 
to the competition and playing against the more established clubs. 


In its third year of competition and under the guidance of coach Jim Jovanovic, the club again fell 
well short of promotion, finishing a disappointing 7th on the ladder. 


Season 2002 again saw changes, with Arthur Fotopolous taking control as the senior coach. Aged 
thirty, Arthur had played soccer all his life but he had never coached. Nonetheless he was able to 
convince the committee he had what it took to fulfil this role. With only 4 points separating the top 
four teams, the season ended in a close battle between the top four clubs. The Cougars again fell 
short of promotion, finishing the season 4th on the ladder. The highlight for the Cougars that season 
was Anthony Morelli’s 39 goals, narrowly missing out as the Division’s top goal scorer by only one 
goal. 
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Arthur was again given the role as senior coach in 2003, with Ross Longo taking the role of the 
reserves coach. Together they were able to put together two very competitive teams, and a bond 
was formed between the players, both old and new to the club. With only ten players, the Cougars 
scored a 10~—1 victory in the preliminary cup round against Valley View. Expectations for the 
season were high. Despite losing the season’s first three league games and being bottom of the 
table, the club didn’t lose sight of its goal of promotion. They again found form against Budapest 
in the second cup round, and only narrowly lost the game with a score of 4-3. With renewed 
confidence, the Cougars then won the next eight league games in a row, scoring 47 goals in total 
while conceding only 12. The team was again in contention for promotion, along with MA Hawks, 
Adelaide Unison and the Adelaide Monarchs. 


With confidence running high, the Cougars won five of the remaining seven league games, and 
after five years in the competition had successfully reached their goal of promotion to the 
Saturday | st division by finishing second on the ladder behind MA Hawks. 


Many new players contributed to the success of season 2003. Talented captain Alex Gavrilidis was 
able to provide a wealth of experience and support to both players and coaches, and Tony Barila 
was also a standout striker ,finishing the season with 29 league goals. Season 2003 was also the 
club’s most successful season in attracting new sponsors to the club. Condessa Construction, John 
DiFede Reception Centre, The Berkeley Hotel/Viper Room, Mastracorp First National Real Estate 
and Adelaide Indoor Soccer Centre joined the list of those already supporting the club. Regency 
Building Hardware and Albert Sand and Metal have continued as major sponsors of the Cougars, 
and with this support, the club has been able to finance ongoing improvements to the club’s ground 
and facilities, and the purchase of new club guernseys to start the 2004 season. 


In the early years, the Cougars consisted predominantly of players and committee members from 
an Italian background and the inner western suburb of Croydon. Over the last few years, one 
exciting change has been the club growing to attract a variety of players and members from many 
ethnic and social backgrounds. Today, this provides a unique culture and a strong bond of 
friendships within the club. For this reason it was also decided to change the club’s on field name 
from the “Croydon Cougars” to the “Adelaide Cougars” to reflect the growing appeal the club was 
enjoying. 


The committee for the upcoming season 2004 will consist of Theo Simos as President, Joe 
Varricchio as Vice President, Stef Esposito as Secretary, Amanda Rogers as Treasurer, Vito 
Puopolo, Ross Longo, Sam Sabatino, Michael Sabatino, Gerry Piserchia, Paul Condessa, Tony 
Barila, Luciano Giannini and Wayne Vilanova. 


With the establishment of a new committee and the growing momentum and confidence the club 


has built over the last two years, season 2004 finds the club looking to expand with the introduction 
of an over 35s veteran team and the possible inclusion of a women’s team. 
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ADELAIDE LIMNOS HISTORY 


Prior to Adelaide Limnos Soccer Club being formed, a club known as the Adelaide Acropolis 
Soccer Club was participating in the South Australian Amateur League. In 1996 members of the 
Limnos Association of South Australia, a Greek Community Organisation, had created and formed 
the Adelaide Limnos Soccer Club. These days the Adelaide Limnos Soccer Club is an Independent 
Body to the Limnos Association however, we enjoy a very strong relationship. 


The name “Limnos” comes from a Northern Agean Island in Greece of the same name. Whilst its 
origins are Greek the club has evolved and developed into a broad based community team with 
players from the Western Suburbs of Adelaide making up the majority of the team. Although we 
had the nickname Stingrays since the first year, it was not introduced in the documentation until 
2003. Currently the team name has undergone a variety of changes including a slight name change 
to the “Adelaide Limnos Stingrays”. This has been done to open our business and sponsorship 
opportunities as well as promote the club within the community. Whilst we retain our origins we 
recognise the need to evolve to meet the challenges we face ahead in the future. 


Commencing in Division 5 in 1996, the club has made its way up to Division 3 where it currently 
stands.

Club History 


The Adelaide Old Boys Soccer Club (AOB) was first established in 1984, The club was formed by 
a group of Old Scholars from Adelaide High School, and was initially called the Adelaide High Old 
Scholars Soccer Club (AHOS). 

Since its inception, our club has experienced mixed on-field fortunes. In 1984, the AHOS entered 
the South Australian Amateur Soccer League in Sunday Division 6 and automatically gained 
promotion to division 5 finishing runners up. In 1987 the club was put on hold and then reformed 
under the banner of the Adelaide Old Boys Soccer Club in 1992 playing out of the second oval at 
Adelaide High. 

The club started in the second division Saturday league and has evolved into a team capable of 
winning the division | league championship. AOB was first promoted to division 1 finishing 
runners up in 1985 but was relegated in its first year in 1986, Having learned from this experience 
AOB was again promoted to division 1 in 1988 and since then has not looked back. 

Adelaide Old Boys have kept going by the continuous service of many dedicated people. There 
have been many people that have come and gone and given service to the club but there have been 
2 members that have kept the club going through thick and thin. They are Con Iordanides and Tass 
Paltos. Both have been with the club since its inception in 1984 and both have played over 300 
games for the club. 

Adelaide Olympic Soccer Club was formed in 1979 under the banner of the Adelaide Greek 
University Association (A.G.U.A). The club has had many successful years in the amateur league 
with many championships and was one of the first teams to be in the Saturday league when it was 
first formed in the 80s. They have played out of many grounds; University Grounds at West Beach, 
Collins Reserve Kidman Park and John Hart reserve at Ethelton. They have had many dedicated 
servants at the club and a special mention has to go to George Kontopoulos who is still involved 
with the club giving 25 years service and Chris Papadopoulos who sadly passed away last year. 

In 2003 AOB and fellow Saturday amateur team Adelaide Olympic decided to merge and pool there 
resources together to form a stronger club. So the Adelaide Soccer Club was formed. A trying first 
year, but looking at being stronger this second year with a group of dedicated committee members. 
The Adelaide Soccer Club welcomes any player to the club whatever their race, colour and religion, 
as the club is not tied to any denomination, our religion is only soccer. 
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ADELAIDE POST-TEL SOCCER CLUB HISTORY 


The club was formed in 1938 and was originally called Postal Soccer Club. At that time, all 
players worked for the PMG (Post Master Generals Department) which managed all the post and 
telephones in Australia. 


The club played a few local games, however, the main activity was to play in an annual interstate 
sports competition against the postal teams form other capital cities. 


In the early 1970s, the PMG was divided into Australia Post and Telecom Australia which resulted 
in a change of name to Post-Tel Soccer Club to incorporate Telecom as part of the name. The club 
was also opened to players who did not work for these government departments, and has remained 
this way ever since. It also joined the SAASL when it was formed. 


The club has had moderate success on the field, playing in two Coca Cola Cup Finals in 1980 and 
1984. 


We welcome players from all walks of life and pride ourselves on mateship and good 
sportsmanship. 


ADELAIDE CROATIA AMATEUR SOCCER CLUB HISTORY 


The Croatia Adelaide Amateur Soccer Club was established in 1983/84 season mainly to 
accommodate for the growing Croatian migrant population and also for the old premier league 
players. The ambition of the club was to be competitive and to keep old friends together and spread 
the Croatian culture and nationality into the multicultural soccer community of South Australia. 


The club played an important role as it enabled players with different skill levels to enjoy the game 
of soccer so that friends could play together in the same team. At the same time it was a very social 
atmosphere one that the whole family could enjoy on a Sunday afternoon. Not much has changed 
in the last 20 years, but a lack of numbers in 1998/99 meant the team had to withdraw from the 
Amateur league with great regret. 


However, in 2001 the club returned to the league in Division 6 to start over narrowly missing out 
on promotion, finishing third. Our affiliation to the premier league club Raiders S.C. has enabled 
the use of the fantastic training/playing facilities at the Croatian Sports Centre. In 2002 we finished 
the season strongly finishing second and gaining promotion to Division 5. We are now enjoying the 
best times since those early days culminating in being crowned Division 5 Champions in 2003. It 
still is a very social atmosphere but the team is focused and looking forward to the new 2004 
season in Division 4 to continue where we left off last year. 
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ATHELSTONE SOCCER & SUPPORTERS CLUB HISTORY 


The Athelstone Soccer and Supporters Club was officially formed at the inaugural meeting of the 
club held at the Reservoir Hotel on Wednesday the 5th of September 1973. The club’s colours of 
royal blue and white along with the emblem, a rampant lion above the River Torrens and below the 
three hills of Athelstone were decided upon at this meeting. 


In 1974 Athelstone fielded 100 registered players in six teams ranging from Under 8s, 10s, 14s as 
well as a junior and senior amateur team in SAASL Div 5. 


Games were played at Campbelltown High School, Murray Park and Athelstone Primary School, 
while the U 14s played all of their games away due to a lack of facilities. 


The original clubrooms proposed for the club was the old ammunitions factory located on Lower 
Athelstone Road, however due to local residents objecting over the inevitable increase in noise and 
traffic the clubrooms were built behind the factory next to the newly seeded pitches at Athelstone 
Recreation Reserve. The Club purchased the old Woodcraft Shop from Angle Park Technical 
School for $14,000 in late 1978. The “new” clubrooms, arguably the best in the league at the time 
were officially opened in March 1980. 


A proud record that our reserves team holds is that they won five consecutive league championships 
between 1979-1982 and in the process went undefeated for 52 consecutive league games and 
winning Div 5 in 1978, Div 4 in 1979 and 1981, Div 3 in 1980 and 1982. 


Athelstone Soccer Club gained promotion to SAASL Div 2 after coming Div 3 League Runners-up 
in 1982, instead they chose to enter the SASF Div 3 Metropolitan League (old State League) with 
Ron Cooper heading the coaching staff. They did however maintain an amateur team in SAASL 
Diy 6. In 1983 Athelstone Soccer and Supporters Club’s Reserve and U 18 teams were crowned 
SASF Metropolitan League Champions.

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ELIZABETH DOWNS SOCCER CLUB HISTORY 


Efforts during 1962 by a group of parents headed by Sid Goode and Hughie Ross saw teams under 
the name of Elizabeth Downs begin playing in the Elizabeth and Districts Junior Soccer 
Association at the start of the 1963 season. This effort culminated in the Elizabeth Downs Junior 
Soccer Club being officially formed in 1964. 

In 1971 led by Frank Smith the first chairman, Alan Murphy and Tony Partridge the Elizabeth 
Downs United Soccer club was formed to cater for the needs of the emerging talent from the area’s 
junior soccer teams. Its Ist and Reserve teams were entered in the South Australian Amateur 
Soccer League’s Division 3 and played its first game against MU Findon (now called Macedonia) 
at Argana Park, Elizabeth Downs. Harry Perry was the club’s first coach and Ian Bell took out the 
club’s first Best and Fairest Award. The 1971 season ended with the Ist team in 3rd position and 
the Reserves 2nd . 

The 1972 season again saw the club playing in Division 3 with the Ist team finishing in 5th and 
the Reserves again in 2nd. 18 year old goal keeper David Swann took out the club’s Best and 
Fairest Award. 

Terry Cook had a player/coaching role in 1973 and even with this added workload continued to 
excel on the field as he took out the club’s Best and Fairest Award. The Amateur League formed an 
U18s league for the 1973 season into which the Downs entered a team which finished 3rd and also 
went on to win the inaugural Junior Cup. 

Jimmy Hughes was appointed coach in 1974 and even though the club finished 3rd it found itself 
promoted to Division 2. By this time products from the juniors started to have a greater impact on 
the Ist team. A young Andy Hutchins debuted with aplomb topping the scoring with 12. 

Under new chairman Alan Murphy, the 1st team had an excellent season in 1975 when it claimed its 
first title beating Salisbury Florina by one point. Ex-Australian soccer representative Clem Higgins 
played for the club, but was outshone by another junior graduate Paul Hudson who had an excellent 
season polling well with the referees and topping the Division 2 top goal scoring table. Meanwhile 
the playing ranks of the club increased to include a C team, which played in Division 6. 

After four seasons the club was now playing at the highest level in the Amateur League. The 
standard of play in Division 1 was high, which saw the Ist team struggle finishing the 1976 season 
9th and relegated, However at a player level Doug Carey made it three club Best and Fairest 
Awards in a row. 

At the beginning of the 1977 year and through the efforts of new chairman Bob Banks, the Senior 
and Junior clubs representing Elizabeth Downs amalgamated under the single umbrella of the 
“Elizabeth Downs Soccer Club Incorporated”. On the field and bouncing back during the 1977 
season the Ist team beat Salisbury Inter to the Division 2 title under the coaching of Roy 
Ainscough and Bernie Kenyon won the club’s Best and Fairest Award for the year. 

In 1978 both the Ist and Reserve teams finished 4th. The club recruited well with the pick being 
Geoff Armstrong who won both the Division 1 and the club’s Best and Fairest Awards. Another C 
team was added to the club and both the C teams played in Division 8. Both teams were 
competitive with one team winning the Division and the other coming 2nd. 

The 1979 season saw the club pay for its previous season’s success as players were poached and 
coaches left. Bernie Kenyon stepped into the breach as coach, Ken Burrows lifted on the field and 
took out the club’s Best and Fairest Award. The loss of players hurt badly and the Ist team finished 
9th and were relegated back to Division 2. The C1 team played in Division 7 continued on from 
the previous year’s success claiming the title. 

Bobby Anderson began the 1980 season as Ist team coach but quickly resigned and was replaced 
by Dave McCombie. The depth of the club was also beginning to develop as the Reserve team took 
out the Division 2 Reserve title. 

The Division 2 title returned to the Downs in 1981 under the coaching of Bob Clarke. On the 
playing field Marty Craig (who won the club’s Best and Fairest Award) and Gary Deighton caught 
the referee’s eye as together they tied for second in the Division 2 Best and Fairest Award. 

The class of the 1982 Division 1 was too much for the Ist team, ultimately it finished bottom, 
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despite the efforts of the club’s Best and Fairest Award winner Gary Evans. The club still had 
success as the Reserves went all the way in the cup beating Para Hills in the final. 

Into the 1983 season the club continued to struggle finishing 7th and the goalkeeping of Nick 
Swann was continually put under pressure but he came through winning the club’s Best and Fairest. 
Jimmy Mitchell and Charlie Tumbridge were appointed joint player/coaches for the 1984 season by 
chairman Ian Charman and on and off the field led the Ist team and Reserves to their respective 
Division 2 titles. Jimmy Mitchell finished 2nd in the Division 2 Best and Fairest count and with 14 
goals topped the Ist team goals scoring, but Reiner Hain, also outstanding, won the club’s Best and 
Fairest Award. The 1984 season was the last year the Amateur League ran an U18s and the Downs 
team, which played in it, finished bottom. 

The jump back into Division | for the 1985 season again proved difficult with the Ist team 
narrowly missing out on relegation finishing 8th. The class of Jimmy Mitchell made the difference 
and it also saw him finish 2nd in the Division | Best and Fairest count. Recently graduated junior 
Alan Mottram made an impressive debut in the Ist team and consistent performances saw him take 
out the club’s Best and Fairest Award. 

Gerwin Gough, new to the club, was outstanding during the 1986 season winning the Division | 
and club’s Best and Fairest Awards. Charlie Tumbridge was now player/coach after the departure of 
Jimmy Mitchell and under him the Ist team finished 6th in the league. 

Andy Thompson impressed the referees the most from the Downs but the club’s Best and Fairest 
Award for 1987 went to Gary Evans. Both these efforts helped the Ist team to again just manage 
avoiding relegation. 

George Steele took over as Ist team coach for 1988 as Charlie Tumbridge had stepped down after 5 
years in charge. A large change in personnel made it difficult for the club to be competitive at any 
level and by the season’s end the Ist team was second bottom and relegated. 

The player drain continued in 1989 as the club could only field two teams. Terry Harris took on the 
difficult job of Ist team coach but the club slid to second bottom on the table and in the first time 
since 1974, found itself consigned to playing Division 3 soccer. 

The only way was up for the club as Marty Craig returned back to the club and took over as coach 
consolidating the Ist team position. Players returned back to the club and it fielded a CI Team in 
Division 10 for 1990 and the improvement in depth was highlighted by the Reserves finishing 2nd. 
The club began its rise back up the divisions after gaining promotion during the 1991 season. 
Amongst the new recruits Paul Berresford had an outstanding year winning the club’s Best and 
Fairest. The C team playing in Division 10 excelled winning the title easily. 

After four years as chairman Julian Smith handed over to Reiner Hain for the 1992 year. By this 
year Marty Craig had assembled a highly competitive squad that went on to claim 2nd place in 
Division 2. The Ist team also had success in the Newsfront cup beating Tea Tree Gully in the final. 
Andy Hutchins on his return to the club excelled winning the Best and Fairest Award. Other 
successes for the club saw both the Reserves and the C2 team playing in Division 11 win their 
respective leagues. 

Back in Division 1 for 1993 the Ist team again struggled and by season’s end were in last place and 
relegated. The only shining light for the club was the C1 team, which won its league conceding 
only 9 goals for the season. 

After 4 years in charge Marty Craig stepped down as Ist team coach for the 1994 season to be 
initially replaced by Ron Hawkshaw who was quickly sacked and replaced by ex-Socceroo Bobby 
Hogg. The team finished 2nd and regained its place back in Division 1. Burt Fuda again excelled 
winning the club’s Best and Fairest Award for the second time in a row and third since 1988. The 
Reserves also had success winning the title over the Noarlunga Lions. 

The club recruited enough talent to retain their Division | status and to win the Coca-Cola 
Challenge Cup for the first time beating The Cove 2-0 in the final. Juy Foreman excelled on the 
field winning the club’s Best and Fairest Award for the third time (the others in 1989 and 1990). 
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Meanwhile the C1 team in Division 9 won the title and Kevin Dickman was voted the Division 9 
Best and Fairest. 

The season started with the Ist team being beaten in the Cichanowski Shield but by the end of the 
1996 season the Ist team had finishing 4th. John Kaye, who was recruited to the club, had an 
outstanding year winning the club’s Best and Fairest Award. The C1 team and Kevin Dickman 
repeated the previous season efforts winning the same awards respectively for Division 9. 

John Kaye took over the Ist team coaching role, recruited well and saw the 1997 Division | title 
come tantalisingly close eventually finishing 2nd behind Elizabeth Vale. The club’s highest finish to 
date. Alan Mottram and Rob Knowles had brilliant years winning the Division | and the club’s Best 
and Fairest Awards respectively and Rob Winter with 15 goals was the division’s top goal scorer. 
Taking lead from the Ist team the Division 12 C2 team managed to win the title. 

The 1998 season was a quiet one with all four teams finishing mid-table, the player to excel was 
Richard Howlett who won the club’s Best and Fairest Award. 

The Ist team coaching position was taken over by Rob Knowles for the 1999 season. Retirements 
and injuries badly effected the season and the team found itself in last position and relegated. Alan 
Mottram won the club’s Best and Fairest Award for the second time. The Reserves however showed 
that the club had depth and potential, winning the title on goal difference over NAB and making the 
semi-final of the cup with a group of largely young players. After 6 years as chairman Malcolm 
Holmes decided to step down. 

After five years in Division 1, the longest spell in the club’s history, the task for the 1st team and 
new chairman Mark Swann, was to rebuild and gain immediate promotion back into the top flight. 
The team achieved this feat when although it finished 3rd a club from Division | pulled out and the 
club was promoted. Youth played a significant role, but a new player in Marc Muscroft won the 
club’s Best and Fairest Award. The club for the first time in many years fielded a Women’s team 
playing in Division 3 of the South Australian Women’s Soccer Association and they finished 6th. 
New Ist team coach Alan Mottram’s goal for 2001 was to keep the club in Division 1 a feat he 
achieved, narrowly avoiding relegation and with the 3 other senior men’s teams being highly 
competitive. The pick of the bunch was the C team who finished 2nd in Division 8. The surprise of 
the season was the women’s team, which in their second year went on to win the Division 3 
SAWSA title. 

The year of 2002 was a further year of consolidation in Division | under the coaching of Alan 
Mottram with Earl Pudler winning the club’s Best and Fairest Award and Steve McManus finishing 
2nd in the Division’s Best and Fairest count. The Reserves had an outstanding, but disappointing, 
year losing the league title on goal difference by one goal and also losing the Mitre Reserve Cup 
2-3 against Old Ignatians. The C team in Division 8 finished 2nd but Alan Mottram won the 
division’s Best and Fairest Award. The club also fielded a +35s team in the Amateur Leagues first 
attempt at a Master League going on to finish 2nd. 

The club had a new chairman Steve Main for 2003, which saw the Ist team mirror the previous 
season. Led on the field by club Best and Fairest Steve Hughes it finished mid table.

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HISTORY OF HOW ELIZABETH VALE SOCCER CLUB WAS FOUNDED 


Freddie Pine arrived from the U.K. in 1960, with wife and five children. Always an ardent follower 
of soccer, the world’s most beautiful game, he was disappointed that there was not a truly amateur 

league anywhere. After two years of solid work, sounding out the possibilities, Freddie called upon 
all the industrial companies in S.A. as regards to forming a soccer team and starting up a league. 


We started with 11 clubs, after he called a meeting at Mofflin Rd, Elizabeth Vales's headquarters. 

A committee was formed, Freddie Pine elected Chairman. These 11 teams were G.M.H., APAC, 
Steel Pressings, Diecastors Ltd., Horewood Bagshaw ICI, ANZ, Mayne Nickless, British Tube 
Mills ad W.R.F. Mr Pine managed to persuade the Elizabeth Council to provide 5 soccer fields We 
were then known as The Sunday Industrial League, that was in 1965. By this time we had increased 
to 22 clubs. Freddie founded and was Secretary, of the General Motors Soccer. 


After a year it was decided to change it to the South Australian Amateur League, as so many people 
didn’t work in factories and wanted to play soccer. Elizabeth Vale Senior Club was then born. Mr 
Pine called a meeting at Mofflin Road hall and a committee formed once again. Freddie became 
Chairman. From then onwards Mr Pine devoted his loyalties to Elizabeth Vale Senior Soccer Club. 
Freddie says he was Chairman, Secretary, Treasurer, Coach and Trainer over the 13 years he 
devoted to his beloved ‘Vale’. 


Always a Ist division club, we won the challenge cup at Hindmarsh Stadium 1973. The team was 
B. Grove, G. Murch, G. Butler, J. Hunt, R. Orr, J. Cotter, B. Pyke, B. Corgrove, R. Thompson, 

N. Douglas, J. Cavan, N. Matthews, K. Hobb (Coach), and Freddie Pine (Trainer). Elizabeth Vale 
won it again in 1977, the team being: F, Thompson, A. Bennet, I. Lawley, R, Nicholls, T. 
Morrisson, J. Cotter, J. Talargo, T. Barber, D. Nicolls, B. Simpson, J. Hughes (Coach) and Freddie 
Pine (Trainer). 


In the same year the Reserves were league champions. Team being: M. Bugsy, M. Dutson, J. Laird. 
N. Clarke, P. DeBlaaw, G. Wilkinson, R. Keelock, D. Holmes, D. Roadly, K. Allcock, P. Windall, 
C. Hodgy, C. Cryer, F. Pine, J. Hughes (Coach), and F. Pine (Trainer). 

In 1968 the Reserve team won league cup P-18 W-18 F-112 A-8 PT-36, Team was: P. DeBlaaw, 
N. Swan, L. Watkins J. Cox, J. Danson, S. Laycock, D. Smailes, T. Parteidge, W. Hastings, F. Pine, 
B. Sunderland. P. Evans and J. Harris. 

Freddie has every photo and names of Ist and 2nd teams from 1966 to 1979. He is also a Life 
Member 1968. 


The Vale had the first woman’s match in 1969, Vale V’s Fijians, we won 2-0. The team was: 
Woods, Matlin, Keith, Whatley, Harrison, Pine, Baird, Mottley and Macintyre. The match was 
played in cold rainy, atrocious weather, The referee wanted to abandon the game half time, but the 
girls said ‘they would pull his hair out!’ The match went on! 


We had the first club Go-Go Girls in soccer outfits perform cabaret. We also had fully dressed 
Cheerleaders in club colours, a wonderful women’s committee and women’s cabarets. To Freddie 
Pine and wife Doris the Vale Club was their life. Incidentally, Freddie was inducted into the South 
Australian Soccer Federation Hall of Fame, at the Hyatt Hotel in Adelaide May 31st 2003, for his 
contribution to soccer in South Australia. He will receive a plaque from the Premier, the same as 
the plaque that goes up on the board at Hindmarsh Stadium. 
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The name Elizabeth Vale first became associated with soccer in South Australia in 1961 with the 
opening of the Elizabeth Vale Primary School. That same year the school fielded a soccer team for 
the first time with Dennis Sykes from Elizabeth Town Soccer Club (now Elizabeth City) as coach 
assisted by Sago Petrucco. This first Vale side was off to a flying start finishing top of League 2 and 
reached the Queens Birthday Cup and the Challenge Cup. 


In their second season, 1962, the Vale school side went on to finish top of League 1. The 1963 
season saw the Vale begin playing on their current “home” turf at Mofflin Road, Mofflin Road Hall 
was rented to the Junior Soccer Council for £7 per week. Mofflin Road Hall became the birthplace 
of the Amateur Soccer League when on the 23rd November 1964 an inaugural meeting was held to 
discuss the formation of the Sunday Works Competition. A meeting which followed on the 7th 
March 1965 saw the formation of the Sunday Industrial League comprising of teams from 
Diecasters, Mayne Nickless, Mounted Rifles, Para Hills, Tramways and GMH (2 teams). At the last 
minute Munno Para All Protestants Athletics Club (APAC) stepped in to make it an 8-team 
competition. The following season, 1966, saw Elizabeth Vale emerge with their first senior soccer 
side. This side had a strong debut season culminating in runners-up in the Coca-Cola Challenge 
Cup. 


In 1967 season the Vale fielded a Ist and Reserve side in the same division (there was only one 
division then). 1968 say the Vale Ist team finish in second position whilst the reserves became the 
inaugural Reserve League Champions and Reserve Cup winners. The following 1969 season the Ist 
team and Reserves side repeated the same feat as the previous season except APAC won the 
Reserve Cup. Vale players such as Alan Murphy and Geoff Murch were selected for the State 
Amateur side, whilst Peter Edwards, Colin Prunty and G. Cotgrave were chosen for the State 
Amateur Under 23 representative side. Colin Prunty finished the clubs leading scorer with 7 goals 
followed closely by Peter Edwards with 6 goals. 


The Ist and Reserve Teams were both runners up in 1970 and gained a lot of respect by taking 
Polonia to extra time in their Federation Cup clash. 

Franky Day with 14 goals was the Vales top scorer in 1971 and played alongside player such as 

B. Orr, G. Murch, G. Butler, C Prunty, J. Cotter, G. Cotgrave, B. Hawkins, Teal, Craige, Balding 
and Harding. That season the Vale became the first amateur club to field a C Team. 1972 was a 
disappointing season narrowly avoiding relegation with an 8th position finish. However, the 
following season, 1973, the Vale won their first piece of 1st team silverware with the winning of the 
Coca Cola Challenge cup. Players previously mentioned were joined with the likes of J. Caven, 

J. Hunt and R. Thompson to form this winning side. During the 1974 season the C team say the 
emerging talent of players like R. Nicholls, H. Hindmarsh and T. Woodward. 


The Vale tasted their first bitter relegation in 1975, the same year Elizabeth Downs won the 
Division 2 and gained promotion to Division | for the first time. Two rebuilding years followed but 
by 1978 a team with players of the ilk of R. Nicholls, J. Tallarico. T. Blackwood, T. Barber, 

R. Revel, C. Costigan, G. Hodgkinson, B. McHale, and T. Morrison the Vale took out the Division 
2 Championship and R Nicholls was that leagues top scorer. With the addition of G. Petit, 

P. Methofer and R. Shaw in 1979, P. Donovan, P. Stanzac and R Preston 1980, and P. Donovan the 
leagues equal best and fairest in 1981, the Vale could only produce average season with mid-table 
finishes. By 1982 players of the calibre of K. Dickman, R. Freeman, J. Tallarico, R. Smith, 

M. Allen, R Nicholls, D, Nicholls, W. Orr, R. Revell, P. Edwards, J. Mc Gregor, F. McDonald and 
W. Graham were to be found in the Vale colours. Despite R. Nicholls finishing runner up to 

Terry Wetton for the leagues Best and Fairest Award in 1983 the Vale were relegated for the second 
and last time, to present, after finishing bottom. 
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Come the end of the season the Ist team found themselves in the final of the Challenge Cup. The 
result was decided on penalties with Salisbury Inter coming out victors. 


The club also fielded three C teams in 1998 with the Division 9 team the most successful finishing 
2nd. M. Allen from this team was equal Best and Fairest for Division 9. After success of the 
previous three years 1999 was disappointing as the Ist team finished 4th in the league. Dave 
Edwards had a good year topping the Division 1 goals scoring list with 20 goals and coming 3rd in 
the Best and Fairest count. As per the previous season the Ist team again competed in the 
Challenge Cup final this time winning 2-1 against Macedonia, with Dave Edwards scoring both 
Vale goals. The club again fielded three C teams with the Division 8 team successful, winning the 
title. S. Greaves from this team was the Division 8 Best and Fairest and E. Pudler with 27 goals the 
Division 8 top goal scorer. 
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The Flinders University Soccer Club was formed in 1967, one year after the 
University was opened in 1966. The Club first competed in the Third Division of the 
South Australian Soccer Federation competition, and joined the South Australian 
Amateur Soccer League when the Saturday Divisions began in 1984. This change 
came about as a result of the abandonment of the Metropolitan League by the South 
Australian Soccer Federation at the end of the 1983 season. The Club currently fields teams in both 
the Amateur League and the Collegiate Soccer League, and has approximately 75 playing members 
from all over the world. 


The Club has had some success over its long history. Flinders University Soccer Club won the 
Mitre Reserve Cup in 1999, defeating West Beach 2 - | in the final. The Club also won the 
Saturday Division 2 league title in 1992. Flinders University player Oyvind Myklebust won the 
Rossi Medal, awarded to the Player of the Year in the Saturday Division | competition, in 2001. 
Former player Sean Tobin won the equivalent award in the 1989 season. John Hargreaves won the 
award for the Player of the Year in Saturday Division 2 in 1996. 


In 1984, Flinders University player Michael Dorrian was the joint winner of the Leading 
Goalscorer award in Saturday Division |. This award was won by Gary Goddard in 1985 and again 
by Michael Dorrian in 1988. 


The Flinders University Soccer Club has been fortunate to have the support of the Flinders 
University Sports Association, who are responsible for the running of sporting clubs at the 
University. Flinders Uni’s clubrooms have been based in the Flinders University Sports Pavilion 
since its formation, and over its 36 year history the club has seen improvements to both the 
verandah and brick paving. These developments have made watching soccer at Flinders University 
much more comfortable for spectators. 


The Flinders University Soccer Club is extremely fortunate to have the generous support of 
Shenannigans Irish Pub, at Westfield Shoppingtown Marion. Flinders University players congregate 
at Shenannigans after every home game, and celebrate their end of season presentation dinner in the 
balcony dining room. All Flinders players enjoy the relaxed atmosphere of a genuine Irish pub. 


The Club welcomes players from all backgrounds, and both students and non-students are welcome 
to join. Please contact the Club Secretary if you are interested in finding out more. 
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Fulham United, originally known as Western United, was founded on June 11, 1969. It was soon 
affiliated with the S.A.A.S.L., choosing black and white as its official club colours, while sharing 
the facilities at Barrett Reserve with West Beach Soccer Club. 


The original executive committee comprised of Dom Coppola (President/Coach), Jan Coppola 
(Secretary), and Anthony Spadavecchia (Treasurer). The club played a number of games that year, 
but it was the following year (1970) that it received its first official fixture in the Reserves Division, 
Although Western United was beaten 4-0 by Parafield Gardens in its first game, it did quite well in 
the competition. Its success was furthered by the acquisition of Johnny Chiappin as a player/coach in 
1971. 


Western United remained at Barrett Reserve until 1979, when the Woodville Council built new club 
rooms and established playing fields at Collins Reserve, Fulham Gardens, for the club to use as its 
base. It was at this time that it seemed appropriate to change its name to Fulham United. The club 
is still using this as its home ground, fielding five women’s and three men’s teams to date. 


Over the years, many players have been associated with the club, while some of the founding 
members are still actively involved today; namely Sal Coppola, Joe Tropeano and Ned Zucco, 
Carmelo Debartolo, Frank Dimasi, Pas Girolamo, Arthur Labrosciano, Aldo Mammone and Cosi 
Salerno have also had a long association with the club, not only as players, but also as enthusiastic 
and hardworking coaches, team managers, committee members, etc. 


As a club, Fulham United has had its measure of success. Its achievements include winning the 
Chairman’s Cup in 1975, the Real Reserve Cup in 1977, and the Mitre Reserve Cup in 2000. 
There have also been a number of teams winning their divisions. Division winners include: 9th 
Div. 1997; 2nd Div. 2000; and 8th Div. 2001. Reserves: Ist Div. 1997, 1998, 2001, 2002; and 2nd 
Division Reserves, 2000. 


Many individual players for Fulham United have also excelled. J. Braiotta, J. Chiappin, 

C. Debartolo, R. Esposito, P. Fiocchini, M. Graziano, P. Hallam, A. Labrosciano, A. Mallia, 

C. Salerno, L. Sancillio, and N. Zucco have all represented the state at various times. J. Chiappin, 
C. Debartolo and J. Mason have also been honoured with the title of player of the year. 

L. Sancillio was awarded best and fairest in Div. 2 both in *84 and °85. Later, in ’94, R. Haddock 
scored the highest number of goals in Div. 2, while in 2001 A. Mallia was top goal scorer in Div. 1. 


With the introduction of women’s teams in 1997, Fulham United widened its scope and 
accomplishments in the sporting field. The Premier team was runner-up in 2002 and 2003, both in 
the League and Bailetti Cup, whereas the Reserve team was the winner of the Consolation Cup in 
2002. The Under 16 team, winner of both the League and Cup in 2003, was also undefeated 
throughout 2003! 


On an individual level, the women’s achievements have been significant. Chi Chi May, a member 
of the youth Matilda squad, was selected to play for Toronto Inferno Soccer Club in Canada in 
2003. Anne Marie Vozzo, another member of the youth Matilda squad, was also named rookie of 
the year. Previously, Rosetta Debartolo had been chosen as player of the year in 2nd Division. 
Jessica Halfpenny was chosen as a member of the Matilda squad. Tiffany Winn and Lee Fata were 
both national league players, while Leanne Gubbins, currently playing for the national league, was 
awarded S.A.S.I. player of the year in 2003. N. Burgess (current national league player), N. Costa, 
C. Grillo, H. Harrison, N. Lesan, M. Rajic and K. Thomas have all represented South Australia 
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During its history, Fulham United has succeeded and progressed, not only with the dedication of its 
numerous members, but also with immense support from many major sponsors. D’Oro Distributors, 
Crittenden Meat, Adami’s Sand and Metal, Rocla Quarry Products, Best Bricks and Pavers, 

The Money Works, Tripodi Group of Companies, Halfway Hotel and Quality Drycleaners, have all 

given much appreciated financial assistance. 


Today, Fulham United Soccer Club (or Fulham Force as it is referred to by its members) is 
recognised as a well respected sporting and social club, providing an ever-expanding community 
service in the western suburbs. 
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The Gawler Soccer & Sports Club was admitted to the Elizabeth & Districts Junior Soccer 
Association in 1978 as the Evanston Junior Soccer Club (EJSC). Seven teams were entered that 
year. The Club colours were brown & gold shirts, gold shorts and socks. The home ground was 
originally Argana Park, Elizabeth Downs with training at Evanston Primary School and Gawler 
High School. 


Sam Debono, one of the founding members of the Club, became the Club’s first Life Member in 
1985; in 1998 Sam received a special award for twenty years service to the Club; today he still 
serves on the Committee. 


The EJSC became incorporated in 1981. After successful discussions with the Gawler Soccer Club, 
a senior men’s club in the SAASL, both clubs amalgamated in 1982 forming the Gawler Soccer & 
Sports Club Inc (GSSC), However this partnership was short lived and was dissolved in 1984, with 
the juniors retaining the GSSC name. The following year the GSSC moved to Karbeethan Reserve, 
Evanston Gardens and this became the Club’s home ground. 


In 1988 the GSSC entered men’s teams (A/B grades) in the SAASL (Division 9). Floodlights were 
installed in 1989 and our existing Clubrooms were completed a year later. That year (1990) also 
saw Helen Agius become the Club’s first lady President. 


1992 the Club fielded its first Women’s team in the SAWSA. Quite a few of these players continue 
to be selected each year to represent the State. 


The Club adopted the nickname “Gawler Eagles” in 1993 and commenced the first of several 
discussions with Gawler Council regarding change rooms. 


The junior Club colours were changed to gold & blue shirts with blue shorts and socks in 1994 to 
match the seniors and due to the unavailability of Brown/Gold shirts. That year Kristy Moore from 
the women’s team was selected for the Australian soccer squad. 


The first of many soccer skills schools was introduced in 1995. 


The Karbeethan Reserve Steering Committee, a joint venture of the GSSC, Riverside Cricket Club, 
Gawler Hockey Club and the Gawler Softball Association was formed in 1996 to put further 
pressure on the Gawler Council to upgrade the existing clubrooms at the Reserve. 


1999 saw the GSSC enter a team (Colts) for the first time in the SA Soccer Federation Junior 
Premier League. Many of these players now play in the seniors. Also that year Trinity College 
“amalgamated” with the GSSC. 


The Club entered the computer age in 2000 with its own Website and email address. The Club also 
hosted the inaugural South Australian Will Coerver Coaching Clinic, an internationally acclaimed 
coaching method for children. This year also saw Terry Smith, who played his formative years at 
Gawler in the juniors up to Under 13, selected for the Joeys (Under 17) World Cup Squad. 


Club jackets, with sponsors for individual teams were introduced in 2001. These very distinctive 
jackets established our identity within the community. The Club in conjunction with the hockey 
club and softball association received a grant of $95000 from the Department of Recreation & 
Sport towards the building of new Clubrooms. 


2002 marked the Twenty-fifth Anniversary of the Club and will go down in history as the Club’s 
most successful year: three Junior League Championships (two undefeated), two Challenge Cup 
Winners (three finalists) and the Senior Men being promoted to Division 4. Club caps and a 
commemorative port were introduced to mark the 25th Anniversary.

Club Formation 

After finishing runners up in the Elizabeth and Districts under 16 colts league with Ingle Farm 
Junior Soccer Club, the players were faced with the prospect of finding new clubs if they were to 
continue playing. The next level available was the under 18 colts in the amateur league. Terry 
Lenton one of the parents and Ron White, President of the juniors set about forming an amateur 
club so that a colts side could be fielded for 1974. Word spread fast and the interest was so great 
from older players that we were able to enter an A, and reserves team as well as the colts. We were 
called Ingle Farm Nomads. 


In our first year, we played on a local reserve at Helen Terrace in Valley View. It was small, sloping 
and there were no facilities with players changing in their cars. We played in Division 5A and were 
promoted after finishing second. 


In 1975 we moved to Rowe Park at Beovich Road, Ingle Farm and shared facilities with the junior 
club. In 1979 we moved to our present ground and Clubrooms at Walkley Park Fairfax Road, Ingle 
Farm. 

Of the original team members, three remain with the club: Peter Newton and Paul Hurst are on the 
present committee and Sam Farrugia is a major sponsor. Over the years many players and coaches 


have come and gone, and we now have an annual Fossils Cup reunion game for past players. 


Our best seasons and team to date is the 92/93 one coached by Ron Cooper. Also in 1988 the 
reserves won their division undefeated. 


We have been fortunate to have a close knit nucleus of people, who have worked together and 
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ensured our survival through some tough times. For home games, a club programme is created with 
a guest columnist (critic). He has written under several pen names, Life Member, or A Critical 
Tenant. Few players, coaches and members are lucky to avoid his critical eye. His scathing match 
reviews provide great comic entertainment and a touch of mystery and speculation about his 
identity.

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Although the Modbury Jets did not enter the amateur league until 1986,Modbury soccer club did 
enter a team in the league in 1976.Their home ground was, and still is today, Golden Grove, corner 
of Milne Road & Golden Grove Road, Modbury. 


Their first game was played at home on the 13th. April 1976 against Ingle Farm C. Modbury turned 
out in Blue shirts,White shorts and Blue socks, colours they retain today. Some of the committee 
names that year include Powell, Lowden, Young. During the next 11 years the team played in the 
lower leagues, drifting in and out of the league. The name JETS had been added to Modbury by 
their supporters ,who around 1992/3 had begun to call some of the players JERRYACTRICTS, 
somehow the name got shortened to JETS and the name stuck. 


It was in 1986 that Modbury re-entered the league as Modbury Jets they finished mid-table in 
division 7 and got knocked out of the cup in the first round 2-0 by Austria. Secretary that year, 

T. Bassett is now deceased.Four of the players involved in that first team are still involved with 
Modbury today as JETS OLD BOYS C. Prescott B. Wake & D. Smart, are players and A. Rooney 
is our fundraiser. 


Our first honours came in 1989 when we won division 6 also that season, N.Dollery was top 
goalscorer. 


Over the next 5 years we took out the div.5 reserve title twice 1992 &1993. Also during this period 
a decision was made by the Jets long standing committee, I. Dollery, B. O’Brien, L & S. Douglas, 
that rather than stay a social team we would aim to play in the top division and to this aim we 
appointed coaches like G. Durrant, K. Llewellyn, B. Edwards . 


We never won div. 5 but with teams folding in the leagues above us we entered div.4 in 1993, That 
same season we took out the league both senior and reserve. Two of our players tied for best and 
fairest, T. Cornish & D. Appleby. Our run to the top had started in 1994 & 1995 we took out Diy. 3 
& 2 along the way. R. Mogg won top goalscorer, so in 1996 the Jets were in division 1. As of this 
year the jets never did take out division 1. 


Our only success in the cup came in 1997 when we lost in the final 2-1 to Elizabeth Grove. 


The next change in our history came in 1999 when some of the older players and their friends 
formed a social team in Div. 11 calling themselves Jets Old Boys. It may have been social but in 
their five years they have won 3 titles 1999, 2001 & 2002, and runner up once 2003. 


S. Lindsay took out top goalscorer in two seasons and two of our players won best and fairest 
C. Barry and A. Nixey. This is a success we wish to continue. 


In 2001 the Jets amalgamated with East Side to play in div. | as East Side Jets. This partnership did 

not work out so in 2002 the Jets once again became Modbury Jets, with P. Blute winning both top 
goalscorer and best player. 

During the close season with the Pines on the verge of folding N. Cunningham offered the club to 

the Jets which they accepted so in 1993 the Jets played in div. 3. 

It has been an interesting and rewarding 28 years, highs and lows, but no club can survive without | 
all the people who help behind the scenes and the supporters who turn up every week. 
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MODBURY VISTA SOCCER CLUB HISTORY 


The origins of Modbury Vista can be traced back to the formation of the Para Vista Junior Soccer 
Club in 1969 and playing in the Elizabeth and Districts Soccer Association for the first time in 
1970. This club changed its name to Modbury Vista in 1973 and played its home games at Kelly 
Road in Modbury North. The senior team entered the Amateur League in 1975 and immediately 
won the Division 6 title. J Slager was outstanding winning both the Best and Fairest award and 
with 24 goals the Top Goal Scorer award. The team’s manager was one Bill Bailey who is now the 
Amateur League’s Chairman and life member. He continued with the club as Secretary for the next 
4 years. 


Success followed quickly as a top finish in 1976 followed by consecutive second places in 1977 
and 1978 saw the club into Division 2 for 1979, That year the club changed its name to Modbury 
United and played at the Modbury Soccer Ground on Milne Road, Modbury North. 


After several seasons and several name changes (including Modbury United and Para Vista) the 
club dropped out of the league in 1986, 


Modbury Vista Soccer Club was reborn in 1991 playing at the new ground at Richardson Drive in 
Wynn Vale under the coaching of Keith Knipe. Success followed in 1993 under the coaching of 
Johnnie Walker when both the Ist team and Reserves topped Division 7 Leagues. 


1994 was also a successful year for the club with the 1st team winning the League in Division 6, as 
did the Reserves, and the team also reached the semi-finals of the Newsfront Cup. Stuart Gannon 
was outstanding coming second in the Best and Fairest count and L Sullivan (20 goals) was the 
Leagues Top Goals Scorer and Stuart Carlisle (16 goals) was second. 


Billy Gray coached in 1995 as the club, now in Division 5, continued its success by finishing 2nd 
and winning promotion. Stuart Gannon again excelled, this time winning the Leagues Best and 
Fairest award with Dave “Jacko” Jackson coming second with Ian Pearson (12 goals) coming third 
in the Top Goals Scorers award. 


In 1996 the Ist team finished Sth in Division 4 and the reserves finished 6th. Much the same 
followed in 1997 under the coaching of Brad French as the Ist team and Reserves finished 5th and 
7th respectively. 


1998 saw the introduction of floodlights to Richardson Reserve and Stuart Gannon took over the 
senior coaching role where the Ist team finished third in Division 4 and was promoted. Players 
contributing to this achievement were Mike James, Marty Smith, Andrew Walker, Steven Greaves, 
Glenn Bartlett, Dr Des Thackray and many more. 


Brian Nuttal next coached the club and again the club finished third and was promoted to Division 
2. Mike James had a good year in front of goals managing to score 19 and coming third in the Top 
Goal Scorer award. However the following season 2000 saw the team struggle to compete in the 
higher league and was relegated to Division 3. 


For the last 3 seasons the club has been coached by club favourite Steven “Jimmy” Greaves. His 
first year in charge brought about a last game relegation to Division 4 and a period of rebuilding 
with an emphasis on the club’s youth players. The last 2 seasons has seen “back to back” 
promotions to Division 3 and 2. Last season 2003 saw the club finish runners up in Division 3 with 
Matthew Simpson enjoying a stella season and claiming the Best and Fairest award for the division 
and the club. Other stand out players included Matt Potter, Matt Altman, Glen Bartlett, Ian Johnson 
and Heath Weber. Special mentions goes to Steven “Strawberry” Walker who retired after 24 years 
as a junior and senior player and Allan Griffiths who has been a player, coach and chairman of the 
club over the last 13 years. 


This season brings the new challenge of playing in Division 2 of the SAASL. Our major sponsors 
for the upcoming season include the following: Stamford Bridge Carpet Services, SS Carpentry, 
Serenity Homes and The Golden Grove Tavern.

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MUNNO PARA CITY SOCCER CLUB HISTORY 


The Munno Para City Soccer Club was formed in 1981 following a decision to reinvent ourselves from 
our previous incarnation as the Elizabeth North Soccer Club. We lived a nomadic existence for several 
years playing out of Dauntsy Reserve, Broadmeadows and finally, through the efforts of the then Mayor 
Jo Gapper, and Ken Nicol we negotiated our move to our present location of Uley Reserve, 

Elizabeth Downs. 


People around in those days included, Chris Brooks, Ian McKenzie, Keith Woolman, John Randall, 
Malcolm Sealey, Dave Vanderlands, Kevin Hankin, John Sullivan, Ian Doolan, Glen Doolan, Tony 
Govier, Aaron Guthrie, and Phil Lawrence. The latter four are still playing, with all of these pioneers 
among our Life Members, along with Ken Nicol. 


Our first President was George Radford, who can still be found Refereeing outdoor Amateur and EDJSA 
games, along with indoor games in the summer. Over the years other noticeable Presidents have been, 
John Randall, Aaron Guthrie, Elwyn Turner and Terry Dodd. 


In those days we had very little in the way of equipment and finances and players towed a red caravan to 
and from games, which they utilised as their change rooms, come clubroom, come canteen, Eventually, 
the club managed to raise enough money to buy a small shed, but there were not enough funds left to 
have a concrete floor laid, so they made do with just the shelter. Six months later the concrete floor was 
poured. These were certainly humble beginnings. 


Our floodlights were donated to the club and players and committee members erected them themselves, 
digging holes by hand, pouring concrete and putting in many hours of “Hard Yakka”. 


Good things come to those who wait and eventually enough funds were raised to secure a deposit on a 
small building to be used as change rooms. The TAFE College at Gepps Cross and along with Keith 
Woolman, took on the project of constructing our building. Again, the players themselves completed 
much of this manual labour. Ultimately the new building was used as change rooms and we now use it as 
our Clubrooms. 


We initially fielded 2 senior teams before junior soccer was introduced in 1990, 


In our 22 years in the SAASL, on field success has not been what we have hoped for. Many seasons of high 
expectations have gone unfulfilled. We have had many memorable games, and Cup triumphs over much 
higher rated opposition, however we have never been able to turn these moments into year long success. 


2003 saw the Club win it’s first ever title when the ‘B’ Team won the 5th Division League. This was an 
enormously rewarding year, particularly for those players who have been at the Club for many years now. 


Whilst we have had difficulty in breaking the shackles of the 4th & Sth Divisions, the future has never 
looked brighter. With a new, exciting crop of young players, sprinkled with some more experienced players, 
we have high hopes for 2004 and beyond. Ian Doolan has taken over the coaching reigns, assisted by George 
Radford (Jnr), following 2 years of rebuilding under the stewardship of our long time friend Bill Warnock. 
The foundations have been built — now it is time to succeed! 


2003 will see the erection of several new light towers and we soon hope to have the capacity to host night 
games. Our fully fenced main pitch is now one of the best in the league, and we no longer have the 
infamous “Munno Para Bounce” — the scourge of many visiting teams. 


From 1990 our Junior Teams have gone from 1 to currently 19, with an approximately 260 players. 

We now have 3 Senior Teams with some 50 players. 2001 saw the club venture into the South Australian 
Soccer Federation with an Under 13 team which performed extremely well by winning their league by 
scoring 151 goals for the season. Our Elizabeth & Districts Juniors have had tremendous success, 
particularly from 1997 onwards, winning many leagues & cups. Also we have contributed many Zone 
representatives over the last few years. Some which have now returned to the club to play for our Senior 
teams. 
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MURRAY BRIDGE UNITED SOCCER CLUB INC. HISTORY 

The Murray Bridge United Soccer Club originated from the Tailem Bend Soccer Club, which was 
established in 1956. 

The first committee and team of the Tailem Bend Soccer Club consisted of South Australian 
Railway men playing friendly matches all over South Australia. 

It had been successful in winning the S.A.R.I. Queens Birthday Soccer Carnival three times. 


In 1959, it was made possible for the T.B.S.C. to join the South Australian Soccer Federation. The 
T.B.S.C. competed for three seasons in Third Division of the Soccer Federation, but through fierce 
competition was forced to return to playing friendly matches. 

The Tailem Bend Soccer Club took the opportunity to join the South Australian Amateur Soccer 
League in 1968, competing in Division 2 originally. The early years were successful for the 
T.B.S.C., with Bobby Hunter winning the Division Two Best and Fairest in 1968 and 1969. The 
1969 team also won the Chairman’s Cup. Bobby last played in 1990, totalling 410 games, scoring 
246 goals in a very impressive career. Bobby is second in our games played listing to Arthur 
Singer, who had achieved 423 games, scoring 30 goals. 


The Lower Murray Soccer Association was incorporated in December 1974, drawing players and 
members from the Tailem Bend Soccer Club and the Murray Bridge area. In 1975, Brian Crawford 
was the Second Division Best and Fairest player. The Lower Murray Soccer Association was 
playing in Division 3 in 1983 and 1984, and players from this club were judged the Best and 
Fairest, with F, Buchan winning the 1993 award and J. Biello winning the 1984 award. 


The Lower Murray Soccer Association Inc. had a name change near the end of 1984, becoming the 
present Murray Bridge United Soccer Club Inc. From this period, the club competed in the Third 
and Fourth Divisions, and later competed in Sunday Division 8, single team competition. The 
Division 8 team was relatively successful being Divisional Runner Up three times during the early 
1990’s. During this period, M. McFee won the League’s Best and Fairest Award for Sunday 
Division 8 in season 1991. 


The current clubrooms located at Beatty Terrace, Murray Bridge were officially opened on Ist 
March 1987 by Club Life Member and Player Life Member Mr. John Clapton. 


Season 1995 Murray Bridge entered the Saturday Division 2 competition, with increasing player 
numbers allowing for the club to fill two teams. This is the direct result of the Club’s Committee 
expanding the awareness of soccer in the Murray Bridge region, and developing Junior soccer in 
the region. The Club has a large junior contingent, affiliated with the Adelaide Hills Junior Soccer 
Association. The Club has been competing in this Division to the present. 


The Club has a listing of 21 player life members, who have achieved 200 senior games for Murray 
Bridge United, with seven of these having played 300 or more games. (One played last season, 
2003), and have had four players representing the State at various times early in the clubs history. 
The Club also has an Honorary Life Membership listing of twenty members, which is awarded to 
club members for outstanding service to the club over a substantial period, minimum of ten years 
active service. 


The last few years have seen a core group of major sponsors support Murray Bridge United 
diligently, which has enabled the club to expand to support the growing interest of junior soccer in 
the Murray Bridge area. These include Shutterbug, Callington Refrigeration and Electrical, Clipsal, 
Alympic Homes, Flash Photos and Kenfix Ceilings and Interiors. 


The current Murray Bridge United Soccer Club logo has not altered since the club’s name was 
changed in 1994. 
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N.A.B. DEMONS SPORT AND SOCIAL CLUB HISTORY 


The N.A.B. Demons Sport and Social Club was founded in 1981 by a group of young school friends, 
wishing to maintain their friendship and love of the world game “soccer”. These friends fielded a 
team in the South Australian Amateur League seventh division, under the banner of “Norwood Old 
Scholars Soccer Club” with the motto “We Are Family”. Through their passion for the game and 
determination to succeed, they developed their skills and were rewarded with the club gaining 


promotion throughout the divisions in the South Australian Amateur Soccer League. 


In 1991 the club now known as N.A.B. Soccer Club was promoted to the South Australian Amateur 
Soccer League Division One Sunday. NAB since has been a competitive unit and in 1995 won the 

Division One premiership. With this success the club’s objective to develop and compete in the South 
Australian Soccer Federation was fast becoming a reality. 


In 1994 the Women’s Programme commenced fielding teams in the S.A.W.S.A. 


Since its inception in 1989 the NAB Soccer Club Youth Development Programme has progressed 
from being a programme for children under 6 years of age to now also fielding teams from U8 to U14 
competing in the South Australian Soccer Federation. The Youth Development programme is now 

recognised and respected in the community as one of the best programmes in teaching these children 
the skills of the game. 


In 2005 NAB Soccer Club will celebrate 25 Years of Soccer 
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NORTHERN DISTRICTS REDBACKS HISTORY 


In 1999 Paul (Lethal) Loftin, Mathew McGarry & Peter Brown approached Smithfield Plains 
Junior Soccer Club President Steve Weaver to have a senior side enter the SAASL. The idea was to 
create a multicultural and family orientated club. That year we entered in Diy. 6 finishing bottom 
with | win 2 draws. 


Smithfield Plains changed names to the Northern Districts Redbacks in 2000 the season which saw 
us finish 3rd with Matthew Noll scoring 42 times, which in any other year would have seen him 
take out the Division 6 goalscorer award if not for the efforts of the RAAF striker (50). Although 
finishing third the club still achieved promotion for the first time. 


In 2001 Alan (Big Al) Wallace became the club’s first ‘player of the year’ award winner. 


That year, despite indifferent performances, the club began the tradition of singing the “mighty 
redbacks’ club song after every victory. The singing proudly lead by Peter (Harry Bolt) Holt. The 
club also finished runner-up in the Playford Cup held each year by Playford Council for all clubs in 
the Northern Suburbs. 


In 2002 the club claimed it’s first division (5) title winning the league with a draw on the final 
match day against arch rivals Gawler Eagles. That year also saw Steven (Beasty) Atkinson win the 
club’s first league top goalscorer with 22. 


2003 saw continued improvement where the club finished third, one point behind automatic 
promotion from division 4, That season saw the club’s first duel award winner when John (Irish) 
Gillfillan won both the league top scorer (20) and the player of the year award. The club also 
obtained it’s first major sponsor ‘Redback Cabinet Makers’. 


2004 will see new sponsors, ‘North East Isuzu’, ‘New Spot Motors’, ‘IGA Midway Road Elizabeth 
East’ and “Tempi Honeymoon Houseboat Hire’. We thank them for their support.

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PARA HILLS LIONS HISTORY 


The original club joined the Amateur League in the early nineties as a one team club, and were 
called Para Hills Community Club. It was started by a few players who liked to kicked a ball 
around on the Paddock Oval which is outside the Club, from this it was decided to form a Soccer 
Club, of course the problem with starting a club is that everybody wants to play, but we needed 
people to form a committee to run it. We were able to come up with enough people to get started. 
Those early members were Chris Golder, who was one of the main motivators and was also 
Chairman, other members were Fergie Jones, Alec Jackson, Graham White filling the major 
positions on the new committee. 


In the early years we played in division 11, playing on a Sunday morning, as the team got bigger 
and better we moved up the divisions till about the mid nineties but we grew so big with members 
wanting to play we had to form two teams, this only lasted for a season or two as a lot of the 
players lost the fun element in the game, because it became harder to get into the team, so we went 
back to a single team club playing in division 7, that is where we are still playing. It was at this 
time we changed our name from the Para Hills Community Club to The Para Hills Lions. This was 
done because the committee of the day felt that the current name was too long but we continued to 
play in our red and white shirts. 


We have always played at the Paddocks which is the home of the Para Hills Junior Club and we 
wish to thank them for their help over the years by letting us use their dressing room on match days 
plus the use of their lights for training. 


In all the time that the club has been in existence there have only been two coaches, the first was 
Chris. Golder, who did the job before being transferred with his job upstate. The other coach being 
John Southerton who has now stepped down and Chris Golder is again coaching after returning to 
Adelaide, during all this time we have had as assistant coach/trainer and also player John Leach. 


In 1996 we had the Best and Fairest winner in division 7, Paul Southerton, but for some reason the 
Amateur Committee got it all wrong and he never got the acknowledgment for his efforts, (please 
refer to 1997 handbook). This is still the only award the club has won. Over the last few years we 
have continued to play in division 7 which is the highest single team league and finished in the top 
third for the last 4 years. 


The club has been very lucky over the years to have people who have given up their time to fill 
committee positions. The club has been served by the likes of Peter Eccleshall, Paul Longmuir, 
Caroline Longmuir and Kaye Southerton and a lot more, too many to name, without these people 
and others like them the club could not function. 


As a club we have been very lucky to have had as our major sponsors from the start The Para Hills 
Community Club, where by the way we welcome the opposition to join us in the Club after the 
match and share a drink and a chat. On most home matches the club puts on a group for 
entertainment, so win, lose or draw so come in and relax. Over the years we have had along with 
the club other major sponsors such as, Best Bricks, Allied Pickford Removals and Animal Travel 
Services, plus the many small shop keepers in the Para Hills Shopping Centre. 
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PARA HILLS WEST SOCCER CLUB INC HISTORY 


1991 saw the re-emergence of PHWSC into the Amateur League after an absence of many years. 
This was brought about by ex-junior players, having tried Federation and other Amateur clubs, just 
wanting to have an enjoyable game of soccer with their mates. 


A special meeting was held, and it was agreed to “Give it a go” under the guidance of Coach 
Charlie Tye. The main difference was that the one committee would run both junior and senior 
teams. 


We started off in Div. 7, with enough players to field 3 teams. Our initial turn out included 10 sets 
of brothers. Mateship paid off with our rapid rise through the divisions. 


In 1996 we had been promoted to Div. 2. This was the year when the Club was split in two with the 
start of Eastside United, not a good time to lose half of our players. It was at this time that we had 
to draw from our wealth of younger players It was indeed a baptism of fire for these young lads, 
but they stepped up and filled the void. Although we were relegated that season, we learnt a lot 
from the experience.

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PARAFIELD GARDENS SOCCER & SPORTS CLUB HISTORY 


From 1966, when Joe Meuris nominated a team from Parafield Gardens to enter into the newly 
named SAASL (South Australian Amateur Soccer League). The familiar cry of “Come on you 
Gardens!” has been heard around many grounds on a Sunday afternoon when Parafield Gardens 
have been playing. 


From the first season where all players donated their shirt to play for the club and with the first few 
games being played at Salisbury West Oval because of Bradman Reserve being developed as the 
future home ground of Parafield Gardens. Today, Bradman Reserve is possibly one the best playing 
surfaces in the league with two soccer pitches plus one mini pitch. All players are now supplied 
with a full playing kit with some prominent sponsors supporting the club displayed on the player’s 
shirts. 


One of the best ways to measure a clubs success is not just on the field but also off it, because of 
the dedication of many people and their families that take time out to support the club in one way 
or another. 


From the early days the first club team involved four families, (Joe and Hank Meuris and their half 
brothers Benny and Ferdie Pitt - Hank, Wilhelm and Gerry Driechuis — Hank and Dirk Visser - 
Hank and Bert Molzer. 


Progress in the early years had been slow until the recruitment of its first imported coach Algy 
Petruska in 1969. After two seasons, the club had its first bit of silverware. In 1971, PGGSC had 
won the Sunday Division 2 Championship therefore gaining promotion into the First Division. 
From 1972 the club stayed in Division | until 1997, 


During the 70’s Parafield Gardens were one of the dominant sides in the SAASL. Once promoted 
into the first division it took only two years for the club to win the Sunday Division | title. Once 
the club had achieved this remarkable feat it continued to win many more trophies in the 70’s. 


Following the 1973 league title, Parafield Gardens claimed its first Coca-Cola Challenge Cup the 
following year by beating MU Findon 2-1. With the recruitment of an ex-professional from 
England, George Hanstock created history by winning the double- double (League and Reserves 
champions, League and Reserves Cup Champions). With six players selected for state 
representation with one other player missing selection due to Amateur League ruling permitting a 
certain amount of players from one club. One can easily see why Parafield were 

a dominating side. 


Whilst the League side had to wait another three years for further League success. The reserve side 
in 1977 started a string of three consecutive league titles, this ensuring that the club could keep the 
trophy outright. 


The Sunday Division | League title returned back to Parafield in 1978 only to be shared by 
Salisbury Inter. This year will be remembered for the controversy regarding a bribery allegation 
against the club, which resulted into a special enquiry. Under the guidance of Jock Coull, Parafield 
Gardens had to beat Madison Park by five goals. With a penalty and two own goals, and the final 
score ending 5-1. With the allegations being proven groundless and the fact that the margin was

only four goals and not five meant that that Salisbury Inter was to share the title with us. Salisbury 
Inter gained one reward that year by coming from 1-2 down to defeat Parafield 3-2 in the cup final. 


With the growth of the club and the opportunity to create another chance for players with the C& D 
grade teams to play for success and promotion, the club decided to combine them and play them in 
Division 6. Unfortunately, due to the league policies this was denied. Therefore, an alternative 
name of Parafield United was created and entered into Division 6. 


With the start of a new decade, 1980 saw Parafield Gardens with one of its biggest contingent of 
teams in the league. With four men teams and its first women’s team playing in the newly formed 
Women’s Soccer Association. 


Cup Success returned again in 1980 with the club beating Post Tel 4-0 this still being the largest 
winning margin in final to date. Unfortunately, this also was the last time the club has had success 
in the Coca-Cola Challenge Cup. 


With Parafield United playing for the last time in 1981, and with the club losing both cup finals 2- 
1. This for the first time saw the club needing to restructure for the future. 


With the candle having been lit so bright in the 70’s it was beginning to fade in the 80's. With the 
Ist team and reserves hovering close to the foot of the table. Mainly due to the fact many of its 
original and older players that carried Parafield to success were reaching their end. And also the 
disappearance of the U/18 competition in 1985. There was an urgent need to find recruits from 
other clubs as well from our junior ranks involved in the EDJSA. 


The only trophy the club added during the eighties was the 8th division league title won in 1983 
and the Templin Cup in 1985. Again many regular players involved during this period are still 
involved with the club today. 


The 90’s which started so promising with victory in the Newsfront Cup and finishing 3rd in the 
league.The club also gaining runners-up status in 1993 and 1994 in the league and the reserves 
winning the 1994 title with being runners up either side of this title. With strong recruiting during 
this time with the likes of Ray Coull, John McCormack, Malcolm Richardson and a young 
Malcolm Thomas the future was looking good. 


But the Division | life ended in 1997 with Parafield Gardens finishing 2nd bottom and therefore 
being relegated to Division 2. With things looking bleak with only two teams playing and the 
juniors involved in EDJSA where many of the clubs players had learnt their skills also came to a 
end. 


With Neil Bonnar at the helm, the club maintained their Div 2 status for two years with promotion 
back to Division! for the 2000 season. The return back to Division! was not a promising one for 


the club. Only managed two wins for the year and returned to the 2nd Division. 


Even though the team was relegated back to Division 2 the following year. The supporters saw the 
start of a new era in the clubs history under the leadership and guidance of Barry Cook.

With the redevelopment of the junior program back on the clubs agenda. With many thanks to 
David Wood and to everyone else that helped. 

Again being runners- up in 2001 in Division 2 this time to Para Hills West and with a stronger 
player squad due to the strong recruiting by coach and player. And the reintroduction of the C 
Grade.The club was just about to make its mark back onto the Div | stage. 


The club was heading back in the right direction. 


With new recruits John Foat, Peter Nedza, J Bertrand Nguedem( Bertie), and many more, the club 
not only wanted to stay in Division | for the long stay but win it. Was this possible? 


Perceived by many other clubs entering the Division | “Too old Too Slow!!” 
Many were going to be proven wrong. 


Possibly the turning hour of the season was the home game against archrival Salisbury Inter early 
in the season. Down 2-0 early in the first half, the club came back and won 5-2. This creating the 
belief that the club could win the title. After a wait of 24 years, and just requiring a draw against 
Elizabeth Downs, in the final minute one of the players responsible for recruiting many players to 
the club in the last three years, scored the goal that clinched the title. The reserves also finished the 
season strongly by losing the Reserves cup semi final on penalties. 


With many retirements in 2003 and also loss of a couple of notable players. The club again had to 
look at recruitment and with a stronger emphasis on a younger squad things are looking good for 
the near future.

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PAYNEHAM/ROSTREVOR UNITED 25TH ANNIVERSARY 


Payneham was formed in 1979 where the club began as Rostrevor United. We played our first 
games at Thorndon Park High School till 1985, when we decided to move to Devitt oval in 1986, 
then shortly after moving onto Felixstow. In 1992 the club changed their name from the original 
Rostrevor to Payneham United. We then moved back to the original ground at Thorndon Park now 
known as Charles Campbell High School.

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SALISBURY FLORINA HISTORY 


Florina is a city in Northern Greece situated approximately 600 km from the capital Athens. 
During the 1950s and 60s a large majority of people from the Florina area emmigrated to South 
Australia with many settling in the northern suburbs of Adelaide. 


In 1962 the Greek Macedonian Social Club of S.A, “FLORINA” was formed and within 8 years 
created the Salisbury Florina Soccer Club, Salisbury Florina Soccer Club entered teams in Division 
3 of the South Australian Amateur Soccer League in 1971. 


1972 saw Florina gain promotion to the 2nd Division by becoming runners-up while the reserves 
won the league. The talents of P. Georgiadis, L. Stefandis and the goal scoring ability of 

C. Georgopoulos and A. Papas were the significant contributors to the clubs early success. While 
the Ist team remained competitive during the mid 70s the reserves tasted more success by also 
winning the league in 1973 (Div. 2). 


1975 saw players such as S. Petkidis, K. Stomos (who won the Div 2 Best and Fairest Award), 

C. Kartsonis, H. Leverink along with other players mentioned earlier gained promotion to 

Division |, while the reserves went on to win their 3rd league title in 4 years, that year also saw the 
club make it to the final of the Coca-Cola Cup, Losing 2-1 to Parafield Gardens.

The club returned back to Division 2 in 1981 where it became the mainstay during the 1980s. 
During this time players such as H. Leverick, N. Gazeas, T. Rapassanis, L. Stefandis, B. Stefandis, 
J. Panos, J. Dalakis, C. Dalakis, M. Mitsopoulos, C. Minopoulos, S. Tassopoulos, A. Alfred, 

G. Cotsios, G. Robson, N. Nedelcev, to name a few were regulars in the first team. 


1987 saw the club again make it to the Coca-Cola Cup final under coach Micky Dye, losing 1-0 
(extra time). The club also played in its first Alex Cichanowski Shield again losing to Croydon Park 
(1-1 Full-time, 5-3 pen). The early to mid 90s saw the club continue to play in Division 2 which 
saw playing contributions from the brilliant M. Lopes, S. Simegnakis, D. Leverick, T. Georgiadis, 
M. Leverick, P. Georgiadis, S. Georgiadis, A. Georgadis N. Nedelcev, L. Stefandis, T. Antoniou, 

T. Dimitriadis J. Banelis, C. Gloufisis. 


Season 1997 saw the club return back to the 3rd Division for the first time in 25 years, only again 
to win promotion (Div 3 Runners-up). In 1998 under coach John McCormack. The late 90s saw the 
club remain competitive with both first and reserve teams finishing mid-table. 


2001 saw the beginning of a major off-field development for the club with the building of new 
change rooms, complete renovation of club rooms and the installation of new training lights. 


Again 2002 saw the club return back to the 3rd Division only again to be promoted that same year 
(Div 2 Runner-up) under coach George Cairns. Season 2003 also saw the club continue to re-build 
by finishing 4th and reserves (runners-up). During this time players such as J. McCormack, 

D. Breton, B. Gale, B. Stenner, A. Stenner, M. Clarke, A. Georgiadis, M. Dow, C. Higgins, I. Cole, 
S. Cooney (2002 Div 3 Best and Fairest Winner), P. Nicholson, E. Dimitriadis, J. McCormack, 

T. Elliott (2002, 2003 top goal scorer) M. Horward, M. Cotton, F. Marron to name a few have 
made contributions to the club.

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SALISBURY INTERNATIONAL SOCCER CLUB HISTORY 


The Salisbury International Soccer Club, (better known as ‘Inter’) was established in 1966. It began 
with a group of young men, playing soccer in the Town Square (now the Salisbury Interchange), 
deciding to create their own club. A committee was formed with Sam Cenatiempo voted as the first 
President, Laurie Daminato Vice President, Peter Leonello Secretary and Steve Bivone Treasurer. 


Many names for the new club were put forward, with the most popular being the Salisbury Garibaldi 
Club. However, several members of the committee whilst driving into Adelaide to submit the legal 
Incorporation papers, discussed the fact that although the committee were mostly of an Italian 
background, players came from many countries, including Ireland, Scotland, England, Yugoslavia, 
Italy, Greece and Holland. They resolved to name the club after the international flavour of the 
people forming the new identity and hence the birth of our beloved Salisbury International Soccer Club. 
They adopted the colours and logo of the famous Italian soccer club, Inter Milan which was at the 
time European Champion. 


Inter debuted in the second division of the South Australian Amateur Soccer League in 1968 in the 
Happy Home Reserve Salisbury. In our inaugural year we reached a very respectable second and 
advanced to the first division.In 1970, we reached our first Coca-cola Challenge Cup final. We lost 
to the dominating Munno-Para Apac: this is the one and only time the First Team has EVER lost a 
Cup Final! 


In its early years, soccer was a secondary motivation; with the social element very much a priority 
including Annual picnics to Sandy Creek, monthly cabarets at the Salisbury Youth Centre, Australia 
Day floats, hosting annual soccer carnivals involving Juventus (Adelaide City), Azzuri (Blue Eagles) 
and Campbelltown. These and many other events were organised by the committee to draw the 
community together and raise much needed dollars. And of course, many of the funds were raised 
from the well stocked bar run from the boot of a certain yellow EJ Holden. 


The Club has been well served during its history by many dedicated and selfless men and women 
who made it possible for many others to enjoy great times. 


During 1974, utilising the building talents of many of our members, we built a new clubroom and 
relocated to Underdown Park. (The current Salisbury Florina Clubrooms were our home for about 6 
years). The following year, the club was relegated to Division 2, and in 1976, we narrowly escaped 
relegation to Division 3 on the last game of the season. 


After that, Salisbury Inter was forever changed. A leadership team including President Ric Rech and 
Secretary Claudio Bittoto clearly focused on laying a foundation for future on field success which 
for the club was formed. In that year we saw the return of previous players such as Frankie Day and 
Mick Dorris and a promotion to the First Division ensued. On our return to the First Division we 
saw the return of Tissi Simeoni, Dino Gallina and other players who had gained experience in the 
Federation. From then on Inter never looked back. We had a coveted ‘Double’ in 1978, and ever 
since, success has rarely eluded Inter. 


Our popularity grew and our clubrooms were rapidly becoming too small to house our supporters. 
In 1980 we built our current clubhouse at Underdown Park and are now one of the few Amateur 
League Clubs with exclusive use of such a large facility. 


Salisbury Inter’s Trophy Cabinet is indeed one to be proud of. It boasts: 10 Amateur League First 


Division Championships and 7 Runners Up. Included in these Championships are a Three in a row 
(88, 89, 90) and three Back-to-Back Championships (78 & 79, 81 & 82, 84 & 85) and 2001.

10 Coca-Cola Amateur Cup wins and | Runner Up. Included in our Cup wins are a Three in a row 
(90, 91 & 92) and a Back to Back (02 & 03) together with 78, 83, 88 and 98. Inter has won the 
Double (Championship and Cup in the same year) on three occasions (78, 88 and 90). The HJ 
Templin Cup (84 and 86). Chairmans Cup (70 and 80). 6 Alex Cichanowski Challenge Shield wins 
in 89, 90, 91, 92, 95 and 2003. 


Our Reserves Team has been consistently strong. If it were not for the support of both the Reserves 
and ‘C’ Team players, Inter would not be the force it is today. Successes for our Reserve Team 
include: 

9 Championships. Included is one Three in a row (84,85 & 86) and one Back to Back (81 & 82) 
together with 88, 90, 92 and 2003. 5 Reserve Cup wins in 80, 85, 92, 01 and 03 and have been 
Runners up 4 times. Inter has won the Reserve Championship and Cup Double in the same year on 
three occasions (85, 92 & 03). 


Our ‘C’ Team have won their Division Championship 7 times. Included in those Championships were 
2 Trebles (84,85,86 and 92,93, 94). 


Our Junior Teams were forerunners in their competition until the Junior Leagues ceased, being 
Champions in 82 and Cup Winners in 81 & 82. 


Inter has been well represented in the South Australian State Amateur Squad, including past State 
Captains Rob (Scotty) McInarlin, Anton Antonoff and Tony Reeves. 


The photo wall in the Clubroom is a stopping point for players and visitors as they remember past 
seasons. 


The social atmosphere at Inter has always been strong. We consider ourselves to be a family club and 
welcoming of new faces. Our social calendar is always full with a range of events like Quiz nights, 
Pasta nights, Games nights, Cocktail Parties, Car Rallies, Picnics and our famous Show Nights. 


Our club would not be where it is today if it were not for our players, supporters and the tireless 
contribution of ALL our volunteers who today, continue the tradition of the founders of Salisbury Inter, 
The following are just a few of the many people who have been a part of the wonderful history of 
Salisbury Inter in its first forty odd years : 
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SALISBURY VILLA SOCCER CLUB HISTORY 


The Salisbury Villa Soccer Club was formed in 1987 and began playing in the South Australian 
Amateur Soccer League’s Division 8 fielding both a Ist and Reserve team. Their first home ground 
was at Gloucester Avenue in Salisbury East. In the first season the club was moderately successful 
finishing in 3rd position while the Reserves finished 2nd. The team was led on the park by J. Zocali 
who finished 2nd in the Division 8 Best and Fairest count. Other players who represented Villa in 
the first year were N. Marando, top scorer for the club with 18 goals, C. Cavuoto (13 goals), 

E. Colombini, J. Romeo, S. Savaglia, R. Fiorita and Tony Perre. 


The next season the club moved grounds to Baltimore Reserve, Oleander Drive, Parafield Gardens, 
and the Amateur League had them promoted to Division 7. The year ended successfully with the 
club gaining promotion by finishing 2nd. M. Marando and Zoccali continued to play well and they 
were joined by the likes of T. Spagnolo, T. Perre, P. Grasso and G. Vello. 


Success continued in 1989 with the club winning the Division 6 Reserve title. T. Spagnolo topped 
the Divisions Best and Fairest count but was ineligible. He also topped the Divisions top goal- 
scoring list with 18 goals. Making his debut for the club was a young U. Costanzo who would go 
on to represent the club many many times over the next 10 seasons and more. 


A 4th place finish the previous season was enough to see the club promoted to Division 5 for the 
1990 season. The club however continued to thrive and proved worthy of its position in that 
Division by finishing 2nd and being promoted. The coach for that season was G. Vello, T. Spagnolo 
continued his goal scoring form by again topping the Divisions goal-scoring list, U. Costanzo 
finished 3rd in the Divisions Best and Fairest count. Other contributing players were 

A. Schimmizzi, M. Decicco, D. Alvaro, and G. Romeo. 


After 4 years of existence and 4 successive promotions the club found itself stuck in Division 4 for 
the next 3 seasons of 1991, 1992 and 1993. During that time the club stalled in 4th position every 
time. The Reserve team had a fairly good run, finishing top of their league in 1991 and reached the 
semi finals of the Reserve Cup the same year. The following seasons also saw the Reserve team 
have good long runs in the Cup. The players that stood out during this period were T. Spagnolo, 
(topped the Division 4 goal scoring list in 1990 with 19 goals, and in 1993 with 28 goals), 

U. Costanzo (2nd in the Division 4 goal scoring list in 1990 with 14 goals, 3rd in the Division 4 
Best and Fairest in 1990), N. Marando (2nd in the Division 4 goal scoring list in 1991 with 16 
goals) and A. Schimmizzi, R. Barbaro, T. Christakos and T. Perre. 


Fortunes changes in 1994 as U. Costanzo had an outstanding year finishing 3rd in the Division 4 
Best and Fairest count and 2nd in the Division 4 top goal scoring list with 21 goals. He led the 
team to 2nd in the league and promotion to Division 3. Again, T. Spagnolo 13 goals, and T. Perre 
were the other prominent players. The club also made the semi finals of the Challenge Cup 
narrowly beaten by Para Hills East 3-2. 


In 1995 the club moved to its present ground, the Reg Groth Reserve, Lavender Drive, Parafield 
Gardens, and renamed itself Salisbury Villa Garibaldi S.C. in recognition of its sponsor. After 
playing for the club for many years Dominic Spagnolo moved into the management area of the club 
as Secretary (amongst many other things), a strong involvement that continues through to the 
present. The club, now coached by Julio Vello was unlucky not to get promoted finishing 3rd on 
goal difference to Para Hills West. J. Manolev, L. Munoz, V. Pham all scored plenty of goals and 

T. Perre and R. Barbaro both had good seasons. 


The club now just Salisbury Villa, was unlucky in 1996 finishing 3rd again. A young V. Schimmizzi 
made his debut in the Ist team and made an immediate impact scoring 10 goals. An omen of things 
to come? 
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SALISBURY VILLA SOCCER CLUB HISTORY (CONTINUED) 


Dominic Spagnolo took over as coach in 1997 with immediate impact. The club finished the season 
in top spot in Division 3 scoring 82 goals for the season. The main reason for so many goals was 

- Schimmizzi who with 34 goals topped the Division goal-scoring list. R. Barbaro finished second 
in the Division Best and Fairest count. A. Perre, J. Papalia, and B. Costanzo also had good seasons. 
The reserve team also made it to the semi-finals of the cup losing to Noarlunga Lions 3-1. The club 
fielded its first and so far only C team in this year and played in Division 10 finishing bottom. 


The club again was unlucky in missing out on promotion finishing 3rd in 1998 in Division 2. 

V. Schimmizzi was again prolific in front of goals scoring 35 to win the Division 2 top goal scoring 
award, M. Molina with 17 goals and B. Costanzo with 10 goals helped the club to 97 goals for the 
Season, The latter players and V. Malivindi, C. Graziano, M. Molina, L. Munoz and R. Barbaro 
made up the nucleus of the team for that season. 


Salisbury Villa only had to wait another year before it was promoted to the top flight of the Amateur 
League when in 1999 the Ist team took out the Division 2 title. D. Brain was the outstanding player 
finishing 2nd in the Best and Fairest count. J. Rechichi with 26 goals topped the goal-scoring table 
for Division 2, Other contributing players were V. Malavindi, J. Papalia, D. Costanzo and also 

U. Costanzo playing his tenth season in the Ist team for the club. 


The club’s first season in Division 1 was an eventful one. The club finished 4th in the league but 
Success quickly followed as the club went on to win the Challenge Cup beating Adelaide Budapest 
-1 in the final, Players in the successful team were V. Malivindi, D. Brain, R. Malavindi, 
J. Papalia, T. Spagnolo, M. Coutouvidis, F. Pergoloto, D. Trimboli, S. Mansell, M. Molina, 
- Grasso, and again U. Costanzo. 


The 2001 season saw the club, improve by one place on its previous years placing finishing 3rd. 
Vito Malivindi had an outstanding year finishing 2nd with 14 goals in the Division 1 goal scoring 
and tying with Bert Fuda for the Division 1 Best and Fairest Award. The Reserves finished 7th. 


During the course of the year the club saw four of its players represent the state, V. Malivindi, 
A. Spagnolo, C. Graziano and J. Hurt. 


Season 2002 was a low point in the club’s history, with the club finishing in the relegation zone. 
Season 2003 saw the club retain its Division 2 status, and is now in the building stage to strive for 
Promotion into the top grade. During the year S. Gray was selected in the successful state team. 


Over the history of the club a few things should be highlighted. T. Spagnolo has scored over 100 


80als for the club, V. Schimmizzi scored almost 100 goals for the club in 3 seasons, U. Costanzo’s 
longevity and Dominic Spagnolo strong backroom contributions.

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ST PETER’S OLD COLLEGIANS’ SOCCER CLUB HISTORY 


Although the club was not officially founded until 1981 its origins could be said to go back to 
1974, the year in which the College decided to offer soccer as an optional sport for its pupils in the 
senior school. Prior to this, virtually the only sport on offer in the winter months had been 
Australian Rules football, and this unchallenged status had gone on since well back into the 19th 
century. By chance this decision coincided with the arrival on the staff of John Roe. He had had 
wide experience as a player in English soccer and was ready to coach anyone or any team. In a 
fairly short time, particularly considering the predominant position of Aussie Rules within the 
College, he was turning out competitive sides and the game’s profile began to lift. In 1980 a strong 
First Eleven left school almost en bloc and wished to remain playing together. Thus the idea arose 
of forming an Old Scholars or (as it came to be called) an Old Collegians’ Club. 


Forming the Club was not difficult in itself but problems presented themselves when the committee 
looked around for an appropriate competition to enter. The obvious one was the SAASL but as they 
had at that time only a Sunday League this prevented our joining with the College not liking their 
grounds used regularly on a Sunday. The club’s members were keen to go on playing at the Lloyd 
Oval, which had become the accepted main soccer pitch; this was not surprising as the perfect 
surface and the impressive surroundings make it an enjoyable place to play as visiting teams often 
remark. The College had no objection to Saturday soccer so there was somewhere to play and then 
the other half of the equation suddenly solved itself and there was someone to play against when 
the Collegiate League was started up and the club was only too happy to become one of its founder 
members. 


The standard was quite a reasonable one and there were then several teams that have since joined 
and done well in the SAASL. Our first ever game was on one of the old airport pitches at West 
Beach against one of the Adelaide University teams and ended in a 1-1 draw. In the early years 
several different coaches were employed, all in their own ways doing a good job. The team was 
regularly strengthened by school leavers and thus tended to play always the same style, that was 
coached into them by John Roe of a short-ball possession method which has remained the same 
from that day to this. The Collegiate League was a lot of fun and began to teach us how to cope 
with referees with their special capacity to surprise: a club true story concerned the match (again at 
the airport ground) when we were awarded a penalty and told to take it out of a hole (on the 
penalty spot) deep enough to hide the ball. Some minor trophies were won and a reserve team was 
started; this was largely a schoolboy team but a good one and it promptly won its division in 1988. 


John Roe was persuaded to take over as coach in 1992 and the A’s won the Collegiate knock-out 
Cup and retained it in 1993 as well as winning the League. With a good young side developing 
there was a need for better opposition and we joined the SAASL’s Saturday Division which had 
started up in 1984, With soccer growing fast in the College there were lots of recruits and we kept 
up our association with the Collegiate League by placing a ‘C’ team in it to represent us. Since then 
the C’s have always been competitive and were champions in 1997. 


The SAASL was enjoyable soccer; our very first game in the competition was a Cup-tie against 
Modbury Vista which we managed to win 2 -1. Our A’s in their debut year were placed in Division 
Two and were promoted, being runners-up to Adelaide Raiders (now Comets) on goal difference by 
a margin of one. 1995 saw us in Division One and a third place finish was a good result as the 
Division was arguably at its strongest that year with several excellent teams. 


Opposing coaches tend to ask how genuine the club is as an Old Scholars organisation. The answer 
is that constitutionally no less than 80 per cent of the players must be Old Scholars. In practice this 
has been close to the balance though partly distorted by having to recruit elsewhere to fill up the C 
team. Another side-effect is that often the club loses players interstate or even more distantly when

trying to further their careers. A big outflow in 1996 saw us disappointingly relegated, but the 
following year with Jim Muir coaching, all three sides won their respective league titles and we 
returned to Division One, where we have remained. More trophies followed rapidly; as coach in 
1998 it was a pleasure to have the canny and widely-experienced Jack Braidwood. With a strong 
team and one which remained little changed the A’s were Division One champions in both 1998 
and 1999, The B’s were almost as strong at this time and were Reserve champions from 1997- 
2000 inclusive. 


The two knock-out Cups always have their own special interest and are often enjoyable because of 
the meetings with the Sunday League teams, either ones that we have never played or others that 
we have been drawn against before. Elizabeth Vale have particularly got in our way, once in a hard- 
fought semi-final in 1998 and then in the 2001 Final. This could hardly have been closer and losing 
our two high-scoring strikers inside fifteen minutes was a blow, but even crueller was equalising 
twice, going to the last minutes of extra time and then conceding a golden goal having already had 
our own golden goal inexplicably overruled by a linesman! Nevertheless, Vale were good sporting 
opponents have has been virtually all our opponents. Both the A’s and the B’s have good Cup 
records. Only once in the last six years have the A’s failed to reach at least the last eight. 


It would not be right to conclude without mentioning some of the names of those with a long 
association with the club. John Roe was instrumental in its formation and has been its president 
throughout its existence. All the officials are voluntary and among a number of diligent secretaries 
Steve Hill and Chris Roe have been outstanding. Our chairman for several years was Noel Vickery, 
who gave a businessman’s edge to our usual amateurish approach to off the field affairs. All our 
coaches have been dedicated ones and the players have always traditionally trained hard. Among 
players the longest-serving since 1981 have been Andrew Reed with 384 appearances and Chris 
Roe with 328. In the SAASL the players who have played most frequently have been: Brad Wright 
-185 matches, Charlie Abbott 183, Andrew Reed 179, Luke Rowley 168, Ben Rogers 161, Hamish 
McLeay 158 and Lachie McLeay 150. Our leading goal-scorers: Rob Tassie — 77 goals, Tyson 
Vickery 71, Andrew Reed 57, Adam Newman 51 and Ben Smith 46. 


Three players from the club have represented South Australia in the League’s select team: Tyson 
Vickery, Tom Young and Jamie Forgan. The club has its own internal awards but acquired a Rossi 
Medal winner in 2003 with Sean Inman, although Adam Newman, one of the fairest players ever to 
represent Saints, would in 1995 have been a run-away winner had he not somehow exceeded the 
yellow card limit. 


There is always the possibility of our player source dwindling and in recent years far fewer boys 
from the College seem to have gone on with the game. However perhaps this is a cyclical thing and 
other clubs have also reported a shortage of young players. This factor, apart the future looks a 
promising one.

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STIRLING DISTRICT SOCCER CLUB HISTORY 


Stirling District was originally known as Bridgewater Soccer Club, and was formed in 1967, 

one year after the South Australian Amateur Soccer League (S.A.A.S.L) was established, 

The Club has gone through several name changes. After Bridgewater came Hills District United 
S.C. then Woodside. In 1990 Woodside S.C. amalgamated with Heathfield Rovers S.C. to form 
Stirling District S.C. 


Over the years Stirling District S.C. has had many home grounds, as you would expect with so 
many name changes. In 1994 the club decided to set up home at Bradwood Park. The idea being to 
develop a purpose built soccer venue over the next 10 years. In 1998 the first stage of the project 
was completed with the opening of the clubrooms; followed in 2001 with the completion of 2 
pitches. All of this would not have been possible without the help of dedicated club members, 

the State Government, and the Adelaide Hills Council (formerly $.D.C.) 


In the early 90’s Stirling was able to field 4 teams in the S.A.A.S.L., two on Sunday and then 
two on Saturday. With the introduction of more teams to the Hills region it became hard to field 
the Sunday sides and the decision was made to field Saturday sides only. The club has also been 
able to field a Womens’ side for several years in the S.A.W.S.A. Leagues. Hopefully with the 
interest shown in the sport at a junior level this will continue into the future. Stirling also fields 
teams in the Adelaide Hills Junior Soccer Association with teams in all age levels from U7 
Development to U17’s. In the past few years Stirling has benefited from our Junior ranks moving 
through to the Senior sides and this can only be good for the club. 


Over the years Stirling has won the Sat Div 2 title twice in 1999 and 2002 also winning the Reserve 
title in 2002. In the Sunday leagues the club finished runners-up in 1978 and 1983. 

With the records that the club has we are able to account for the Senior side playing 738 league 
games of which the club has won 248; drawn 132 and lost 358. Goal difference being: - 313. Over 
the years, Stirling has had many Volunteers who have made the club what it is today. There are too 
many of those people and players who have achieved personal awards to mention. The club has 
had two Meritorious Service Award Recipients: Werner Karschimkus in 1990 and W.P.Karschimkus 
in 1992. Unfortunately last season Werner Karschimkus passed away peacefully. The club would 
like to take this opportunity to thank Werner for all his work over the years as a Founder of the 
club in 1967. 
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STRATHALBYN SOCCER CLUB INC HISTORY 


The Strathalbyn Soccer Club was formed in February 1982, through the vision and hard work of 
Corrie Van de Kamp and Kim Ross. It affiliated with the Adelaide Hills Junior Soccer Association, 
entering a team in both the Open Primary and Under 10 competitions. The following year saw the 
introduction of a “mini-league” (Under 8) team and by 1984 had 5 teams competing with an Under 
14 and an Under 16 team. Team numbers have fluctuated between 5 and 8 since then, including two 
years in the late 1980’s when there was a successful combining of the Meadows and Strathalbyn 
Under 16 teams, using alternate club names. 


After winning the league and cup in 1985 with the highly successful Under 16 team, the club 
decided to field two senior teams in Sunday Division 7 of the South Australian Amateur Soccer 
League (SAASL) in 1986. The first season was decidedly shaky, as players found the transition 
from Hills junior soccer to metropolitan senior soccer a challenge. Nevertheless, the players won 
the respect of both the SAASL and opponents with their sportsmanship and willingness of many 
players to play two games on the same day at times to avoid a forfeit and to ensure their opponents 
had the chance of a game. 


In 1990, improving player numbers and abilities enabled the club to win promotion to Division 6, 
during a restructuring of the Sunday divisions of the league: there it was positioned in mid-table 
most seasons. In 1994 the club decided to move to Saturday competition, entering division 2 of the 
SAASL. Astute recruitment saw the team finish the year in the top half of the table, but diminishing 
player numbers resulted in the team returning to Sunday matches by 1997 in what had become the 
one-team club competition of Division 7. 


Rejoining Saturday Division 2 in 1998, player numbers increased dramatically to the point that in 
1999 the club fielded three senior teams, the extra team introduced to Sunday division 7 for the 
more senior players of the club. 


After reducing to two teams in a forgettable 2000 season, the club is gradually rebuilding its player 
base to be a threat to most teams in Saturday Division 2. This has proved to be the case in 2003. 


Over the years the players have been supported by some dedicated coaches like Dave Hallahan 
1986-88, Vic Thew 1988, Bob Purcell 1989-92, Graham Pyne 1993, Peter Chesser 1993-96, Scott 
Adams 1997, Steve Toth 1998-99, Tony McLachlan 2001 and Sean Hames 2002. 


A couple of our players have been successful in receiving awards; Howard Amos won “Best and 
Fairest Div. 7” in 1987, and Stuart Hollis won “Best and Fairest Div. 6” in 1990. 


The club’s logo depicting one of Strathalbyn’s most well known scenes was designed by a group of 
committee members in 1998. 


The club is extremely grateful for the wonderful support and sponsorship it has always received 
from the Strathalbyn community and local businesses. 


In 2004, the Strathalbyn Soccer Club Inc. continues to grow stronger supported by a small group of 
hardworking members, some who have been involved with the club since the beginning — 

Kim Ross, and Graham and Gay Brook. Since 1986 the club’s official ground has been at Eastern 
Fleurieu School (formerly Strathalbyn High). While this has been a satisfactory arrangement the club 
hopes to fulfil a dream of having their own grounds and is confident that current negotiations with the 
Strathalbyn Polo and Recreation Ground committee will be successful. From humble beginnings this 
country club now has 8 junior teams, 2 senior teams and this season will field an U17 girl’s team. 
The future for soccer in Strathalbyn certainly looks bright thanks to a real team effort! 
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TEA TREE GULLY CITY SOCCER CLUB (‘The Club’) HISTORY 


‘The Club’ formed at the beginning of the 1965 season and was initially known as ‘Fairview Park 
Junior Soccer Club’. Only one team was registered in this initial season — in the U/14 division, 
although the majority of the team was lads eleven (11) and twelve (12) years of age. It was only 
because of just being able to scrape enough boys to get a team together, and the oldest boy being 
almost fourteen (14) years of age that this team had to play in the U/14 league. All games were 
played on the bottom oval of Tilley Park. Principal founding members of ‘The Club’ included 
David Flack, Harry Brown, Arthur Plunkett, and the Cartwright Family, Other people involyed 
early on included Ray Firth, Stan Woffindon, John Hendy & Colin Larke Senior. In these early 
days there was an active ladies committee who worked hard fundraising to buy a set of strips and 
keep the club viable. Similarly Arthur Plunkett ran a weekly ‘English Football Pontoon’ collecting 
20 cents (2 shillings) per week from members, supporters and colleagues at his place of 
employment (a large firm at that) to raise money for ‘The Club’. 


“The Club’ changed its name to ‘Tea Tree Gully City Soccer Club Incorporated’ in 1970 when the 
first Senior side was registered in the SAASL Division 5. This side achieved immediate success by 
winning the division only to not gain promotion. However in subsequent years it made up for this 
by going from Sth Division to Ist Division in as many years. Founding and integral members in 
the formation of this senior side in its early years included Ray Firth, Trevor Dickson, Arthur 
Plunkett, Denis Widdop, George Stubbs, Brian Potter, Stan Woffindon, Colin Larke Senior, Vic 
Shephard, Harold Simpson, Joe Shoreman, and Pat Kavanagh (one of the clubs longest serving 
members). 


During the mid 70’s and through the 80’s ‘The Club’ was very successful on the field at both the 
Junior and Senior level. ‘The Clubs’ Colt’s (U/18’s) were the most successful team in the Colt’s 
League (which ran from 1973-1984) winning the championship six (6) times and coming runner-up 
once (1) and the Colt’s Cup Final two (2) times and coming runner-up twice (2) over the twelve 
years. In the early 80’s ‘The Club’s’ Colt’s side also won the “The Upton Cup’ (the Federation’s 
U/18’s Cup) by beating Orange Sturt 2-1 in the final. However, ‘The Club’ never received the 
trophy as amateur clubs where not allowed to hold Federation trophies (but they did give us a 
shield). They have been and still are the only amateur team to win a Federation Trophy. 


Also during this period the 1st team and Reserves were also doing well winning their Leagues three 
(3) and four (4) times respectively and also winning the Coca Cola Challenge Cup twice (2) and the 
Parabanks Cup (now known as the “Real” Reserve Cup) three (3) times. But perhaps the biggest 
highlight of the seniors was reaching the quarter finals of the Federation Cup and in the process 
beating the highly fancied Hellas 1:0 at Hindmarsh Stadium. Tea Tree Gully City has been the 
only amateur league club to progress as far in the Federation Cup competition. Over these 
successful years many players were selected to represent South Australia. Some names include: 
Tommy Mears, Peter Szach, Mark Flintcroft, Alan Tarry, Derek Lawson, Byron Ramsden, Terrance 
McWilliam, Colin Plunkett, Grant Harford and Alan Roydhouse who was the only Gully player to 
be picked in the Australian Amateur side. Since the late eighties success at the senior level has 
been elusive. 


All junior teams have done extremely well over many years and have been the breeding ground of 
many successful Premier and State League players. Although more emphasis is placed on 
participation, rather than success at the junior level, ‘The Club’ has been the most successful Junior 
Club in E&DJSA in recent years, capturing many divisional titles and Cup Final victories, 
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TEA TREE GULLY CITY SOCCER CLUB HISTORY (CONTINUED) 


MAJOR ISSUES 

‘The Club’ in its history has played on five (5) different grounds as its home ground. The first one 
was Tilley Park (Surrey Downs), second Memorial Park (Tea Tree Gully), third Orana Oval 
(Banksia Park), fourth Illyarie Reserve (Surrey Downs), and fifth back to the original birthplace at 
Tilley Park where it has been based since 1986. Amazingly enough, at no time has TTGCSC ever 
had clubrooms it can call its own. 


A major event in “The Club’s’ short history occurred in the early 80’s when a disagreement 
transpired among the senior ranks (i.e. the ‘C’ Team at the time) and a breakaway happened. The 
majority of the ‘C’ Team broke away from ‘The Club’ to form another club, which was to be 
known as North East United. The Gully lost a few good players and supporters as a result of this. 


SPONSORS 

The running of, and longevity of, a club the size of Tea Tree Gully City has not only been 
dependent on the bar and canteen takings and patronage at club functions but also on the financial 
support offered by the sponsors. ‘The Club’ has been fortunate enough to attract some generous 
sponsors over the years. Some of these sponsors have included Jim Yates (the clubs first sponsor), 
Jonathon Silver, Sally Ballard, Tea Tree Gully Meats, BP St Agnes, Tea Tree Gully Hotel, 

EJ Northway & Son, Blue Gums Hotel, Mannix Air-Conditioning and Homestead Homes (the 
clubs current sponsor). Sponsorship through cash donations, prizes for raffles, the purchase of 
uniforms and equipment has been well appreciated. 


Tea Tree Gully City Soccer Club recognises the effort of all the current and past members, players, 
committee persons and sponsors over its 38-year history. Although it would be impossible to 
mention each person individually, “The Club” conveys a big thank you to everyone who has been a 
part of this great Gully tradition.
